What He Did No One Seems To Know, 
for He Was Not Admitted To 
Any of the Conferences. 


Tokio, April 19, via Victoria, B. C., April 
30.—(Special Correspondence.)—The attempt- 
ed assassination of Li Hung Chang cost 
the Japanese government not less than 
$50,000,000. Kut for that the indemnity that 
China would have paid Japan for peace 
would have been not less than $200,000,000 
in gold. As it is in the negotiations which 
have been in progress for more than a 
month and which ended in a treaty of peace 
April l7th at Shimonoseki, Japan did not get 
near the amount of indemnity she de- 
manded, nor did she get all the territory. 

The terms of peace mean much to Japan. 
She is to receive 200,000,000 taels, which 
means $150,000,000 of gold, as exchange is 
quot®d at present. It is to be paid within 
gix years. Until it is paid the Japanese are 
to retain possession of Wei-Hei-Wei and all 
of the peninsula captured by the Japs on 
the south side of the gulf of Pe-chi-li. The 
Chinese are, however, expected to nego- 
tiate a loan and pay the full sum at once.

Y'feates, are en route to 
China to negotiate a loan with the Chinese 
to pay the indemnity. There were several! 
of them at Shimonoseki during the peace 
negotiations attempting to make prelimi- 
mary arrangements for the loan through the 
Chinese envoys. It is believed here among 
Americans and Englishmen that China will 
have no difficulty in obtaining the sum of 
200,000,000 ta@ls at once. 
Terms of the Treaty. 

Besides the money indemnity China con- 
cedes the independence of Corea and con- 
cedes to Japan all that territory of Man- 
churia comprised in the peninsula running 
south to Port Arthur and extending west 
to Corea. The territory conceded in Man- 
Churia is one-third the size of Corea. It is 
bounded on the west by the upper portion 
of the gulf of Pe-chi-li, known as the gulf 
of Lian-Tung, extends to New Chuang and 
from thence directly west to Corea. It in- 
cludes Ying Kow, Hai Cheng and all the 
most valuable portion of Manchuria, prac- 
tically entirely cutting it off from Corea. 

Japan also gets Formosa and the Pes- 
cadores, thus possessing all the islands 
east of China and running her island pos- 
sessions dawn to within 500 miles of Hong 


. Kong, which is England’s Chinese territory. 


Then China makes concessions in the in- 
terest of general trade in China, including 
the opening of several ports, the 
right of foreigners to rent 
warehouses in the interior ‘and to import 
machinery and engage in manufacturing 
and the readjustment of China's financial 
System so that there shall be but one 


* standard of tael in the empire. Heretofore 


there have been three teals in use in China, 
each of different value. 

The extra territorial privileze enjoycd 
by Chinese subjects in Japan is to be abol- 
ished, but those of Japanese subjects in 
China are to be preserved. Then Japan has 
the right to limit the number cof Chinese 
admitted to Japan ard to restrict many 
trade privileges. 

Japs Want To Fight England. 

The treaty is to be ratified within threc 
weeks. In the meantime ail Japanese 
troops remain on the Chinese territory they 
now occupy. The ministry and its sup- 
porters in the politics of Japan, as weil as 
the government newspaper organs, ure 
highly pleased with the terms of peace. 
One hears boasts among the more intelli- 
gent classes that Japan is now ready for 
a brush with England. Indeed, on all sides 
boasts are heard that Japan will ultimately 
Grive England out of the east. The Japs 
despise the English. Two of the English 
newspapers in Yokohama have been, and 
are still, severe in their criticism upon Ja- 
pan, though they now give the Japs credit 
for the concessions obtained from China. 
The Japanese government, under treaty 
provisions, cannot interfere with these 
newspapers in Yokohama, though over the 
Japanese press 4 strict censorship is es- 
tablished. 

Attempts on the part of seven of the 
Japanese papers printed in Tokio to give 
the news of the peace negotiations at 
Shimonoseki have caused all of them to be 
suspended. With the exception of the pa- 
pers wnder the direction of the governor 
general, not a Japanese paper has been 
printed in over a week. Those that were 
printed have not published the terms of 
peace, though all the foreign legations have 
been notified and they were promptly cabled 
to the world. The newspapers suspended are 
advocates of the strong foreign policy par- 
ty, which is antagonistic to the ministry, 
and which the government fears will now

The Fight on the Ministry. 

The nearest that the Japanese troops have 
have yet approached Peking is about. four 
hundred miles. It is true they could be 
ransported by sea to Tien Tsin and march- 
ed up the country thirty miles, but the Japs 
have during the war wisely and discreet- 
ly kept away from treaty ports and thus 
prevented complications with other govern- 
ments. 

The ministry realized that all other 
countries expected peace, and that to pur- 
sue the war further would be the greatest 
injury to Japan in many ways. These 
leaders are already claiming that.such an 
action would have placed Japan in a posi- 
tion to have thrashed England. Such senti- 
ments appeal to the Japanese, for they 
have become very ‘“‘cockey.’’ They hate 
the English and there is a sentiment in 
favor. of a brush with England. The min. 
istry have done the wisest thing possible, 
but there are professional politicians in 
Japan as well as in the United States, 
and these politicians are taking advantage 
of every opportunity. What the result 
will be cannot be foretold yet. 

The government, however, by anticipat- 
ing What was coming, has taken advantage 
of the printing of news from Shimonoseki 
tO suppress all newspapers ready to repre- 
sent the opposition the moment peace was 
effedtel. The indemnity Japan receives 
from China will just about pay the actual! 
expenses of the war up to the present time. 
But Japan’s war expenses are not at an 
end yet. In the first place she must 
maintain a large army at Port Arthur 
and in the Manchuria territory, which now 
becomes hers. 

Peace Is Expensive. 

She mus: keep an army at Wei-Wei until 
the indemnity is paid. Then she must 
send an army to Formosa and to the 
Rescados, where she expects to find many 
difficulties and more fighting to conquer 
the natives there and to thoroughly estab- 
lish herself. Formosa is a Valuable terri- 
tory, but it has never been thoroughly 
opened up.

The Administration Feels Badly Over the 
Severe Criticisms. 


IT ISSUES. A LITTLE CIRCULAR 


Secretary Greshum Intends It to Ac- 
- count for a Lack of Policy. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND CONDEMNED 


The Action Comes from the Legislature 
of His Own State—The Resolu- 
tions Are To Be Sent Him. 


Washington, May 1.—(Special.)—Secretary 
Smith’s igterview which came sweeping 
north last night on the wings of lightning 
did not startle an unsuspecting public, It 
had been understood that he would give 
birth to such an utterance while south in 
accordance with the administration pro- 
gramme.

TURNEY IS SAFE. 


It Is Almost Impossible To Dislodge 
Him. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 1.—(Special.)—The 
clearest indication that Governor Turney 
will be seated that has been given since 
the passage of the contest law was given 
today on a vote on a resolution to allow 
attorneys for the contestant, Turney, and 
the contestee, Evans, to appear before the 
joint committee and discuss the law and 
facts. Turney’s attorneys had previvusly 
made argument before the committee on 
the governor’s election, but Evans's attor- 
neys declined to argue before the commit- 
tee. For this reason most of the democrats 
opposed the resolution, but it was adopted 
by a vote of 66 to 63. Had the one populist 
and two democrats who were absent been 
present the vote would have been 67 to 69, 
so that Turney has sixty-five democrats 
who will vote for him at all hazards, 

One democrat who voted with the repub- 
licans today has openly declared his in- 
tention of not voting on the contest, so that 
would reduce the Evans vote to 66. Four 
democrats who voted the same way are 
avowed supporters of the majority report, 
which favors the seating of Turney, and 
will so vote. 

With a full convention Turney will get 69 
votes at least, while Evans cannot get more 
than 68, and it is probable that some of ihe 
republican members who are unfriendly 


‘to Evans will, at the-last moment, absent 


the convention and fail 
to vote on the contest. Some of the demo- 
crats who voted to hear argument scrate 
that they did so at the earnest solicitation 
of Major E. B. Stahlman, commissioner of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation, who desires to make an argu- 
ment. Major Stahlman is the owner ot The 
Banner, which has been advocating the 
seating of Evans. In the joint convention 
this afternoon the list of attorneys. who 
would speak was demanded and it was an- 
nounced that Colonel J, J. Vertrees and J. 
J. Turner would open and close the argu- 
ment for Governor Turney, and Robert 
Pritchard, E. B. Stahlman, Sam W. Haw- 
kins and A. 8S. Colyar would speak for 
Evans, The debate by icounsel will occupy 
twelve hours and by mémbers twelve hours, 
so that a vote will hardiy be reached be- 
fore Saturday afternodn.

PUBLIC DEBT INCREASING. 


Cleveland and Carlisle Make a Bad 
Showing as Financiers. 
Washington, May 1.—The deot statement 
issued this afternoon shows a2 net increuse 
in the public debt less cash in the treasury 
during April of $9,109,857. The iuatercst- 
bearing debt increased $2,349,950; the non- 
interest-bearing debt decreased $339,437, and 
the cash in the treasury decreased $7,09%,- 
245. The balances of the several classes of 
debt at the close of business April 30th 

were: 

Interest bearing debt, $716,201,910. 

Debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,754,660. 

Debt bearing no interest, $880,701,249. 

Total, $1,098,657,819. 

The certificates and treas:ry notes off- 
set by an 2qual amount of cash in the 
treasury  utstanding at the end of the 
moivth were $566,688,624, a d@trease of $1,20vi,- 
818. . 
The total cash in the treasury was $787,- 
442,°25. 

The gold reserve was $91,247,544. Net cash

In the month there was an increase in 
gold coin and bars of $511,657, the total at 
the close being $139,998,153. 

Of silver there was an increese of $553,695. 
Of the surplus there was in national bank 
depositories $16,797,027, against $16,224,166 at 
the end of the preceding month. 


THE TREASURY STATEMENT 


Shows an Increase in Interest Pay- 
ments of $2,000,000, 
Washington, May 1.—The detailed monthly 
treasury statement of receipts and expen- 
ditures was issued today. The receipts tor 
April were $24,247,836 against $22, 692,364 in 
April, 1894. The expenditures for April 
were $32,990,676 against $32,072,836 in April, 
1294. The receipts for the ten months of 
the current year are $5,000,000 greater than 
for the corresponding ten months of last 
year, and the expenditures are $6,000,000 
less for the same time, Customs receipts 
have increased $7,000,000 over nye year.

ayments on the public debt have increased 
,000,000 over the same period, This is be- 
cause of the new bond issue, aggregating 
$162,400, 000.

Carl Browne Turns Up at the Capitol To

Washington, May 1.—So far as is 


known here there have been no new devel- 
opments in the inte-national complications 
in Nicaragua, and-no official advices have 
reached here in regard to the situation be- 
yond a dispatch received today by the state 
department stating that the Nicaraguan 
government yesterday sent a cablegram 
to Senor Medila, the Salvadorean minister 
at London, requesting him to lay before the 
British foreign office the proposition ad- 
vanced by Nicaragua that the sum of mon- 
ey demanded as indemnity by Great Bri- 
tain will be paid by the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment within fifteen days in London pro- 
vided the British troops are withdrawn 
from Corinto. 

Senor Medila is asked to urge upon Lord 
Kimberly the advisability of such a settle- 
ment, 

The Nicaraguan min:ster,; Senor Guzman, 
has received no advices today from his gouv- 
ernment and so far as he knows there are 
Ngo new phases to the affair, 

In order to make better understood its 
position in the present trouble between 
Great Britain and Nicaragua, the state de- 
partment has had printed for distribution 
to all persons interested in the bearing e@f 
the Monroe doctrine on the attitude of the 
British in landing troops at Corinto, a cir- 
cular of convenient size, containing the 
text of the famous principle enunciated by 
Mr. Monroe. There is nothing about the 
circular to indicate tor what purpuse it was 
issu'd and the words ‘‘Vepartment of State, 
Washington, D. C,,’’*in the lower Ieft hand 
corner of the last page, serves i'cne to 
show its origin, The circular is headed 
“Extracts from the seventh annuai hic: sage 
of James Monroe, president of the United 
States, dated December 2, 1895.’’ 

While the contents of the circular can 
hardly be defired as an official statement cof 
the policy being pursued in the Corinto af- 
fair, it is nevertheless issued with a view 
to correcting whot the state department 
olficials believe to be a popular misconcep- 
tion of the rights of this government in re- 
lation to the other American republics ob- 
tained through the enunciation and recog- 
nition of the Monroe principle. There has 
been much Cissatisfaction among oiliclala of 
the administration over the fact that, 
barring an interview with an unnamed cab- 
inet officer, the government has not defined 
its present attitude and thus saved news- 
puper and other criticism, It is claimed by 
these officials that a simple perusal of 
Monroe's famous message will show con- 
clusively that it does not give the united 
States any semblance of authority to inter- 
fere between a Central American state 
and another sovereign state (in 
this cause Creat Britain) in the 
settlement of any difficulty they have had, 
A government officer in speaking today 
on the subject voiced the views of a num- 
ber of his official associates in these 
words: 

‘*The mistake of the whole affair has been 
the action of the administration in declin- 
ing to make public its position in the 
Situation. In this case, the policy of the 
secretary, which has. obtained recently 
in. connection with everything relating to 
our foreign affairs, has been carried to 
excess. A majority of the people of the 
United States do not understand the Nica- 
raguan situation and the course being pur- 
sued with regard to it by our governmen’. 
They Know of the Monroe doctrine and have 
some understanding of what it is, but they 
believe it has been violated and trampled 
on and, without knowing the details, are 


indignant at the inaction of the government. 


If the administration had issued a plain 
Statement seting forth the actual grounds 
of the Monroe doctrine, and showing how 
impossible it was for the United States to 
interfere where no colonization or conquest 
of N-caraguan territory was contemplated, 
the people of the country would have seen 
why the administration has adopted its 
present course. Several hundred requests 
have been receivéd daily at the state de- 
partment since the British landed at Co- 
rinto, asking for copies of the Monroe doc- 
trine, and it is said at the department that 
the circular was printed to supply this de- 
mand.’”’ 


THEY DENOUNCE CLEVELAND. 
New York's Legislature Says His Con- 
duct Has Been Un-American. 

Albany, N. Y., May 1.—In the assembly 
this afternoon Mr, Ainsworth introduced 
the following resolution: 

“Whereas, The British government has 
recently by force and arms invaded and 
seized the territory and violated the na- 
tienaly sovereignty of the republic of Nica- 
ragua, upon pretext arising out of the al- 
leged arrest and molestation of a subject 
of the British crown, and, 

“‘Whereas, The subject matter of said 
dispute has never been submitted to any 
council of arbitration for ratification or 
adjustment, in conformity with the spirit 
and usage of the most advanced nations in 
recent years, but has been arbitrarily and 
imperiously determined and decreed by 
British authority alone, and 

‘“‘Whereas, That said British authorities 
have by military and naval occupation of 
the soil of the said republic, attempted to 
extort and compel the payment of a money 
indemnity from said republic, and 

‘‘Whereas, Such forcible interference by 
a European monarchy n the affairs and 
authority of a member of the great sister- 
hood of American republics is an open and 
flagrant violation of the Monrce doc. 
trine, now therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the senate and assembly 
of the state of New York, That we con- 
demn and denounce the supineness, dila- 
toriness and lack of national and patriotic 
spirit which has characterized the admin- 
istration at Washington in dealing with 
this complcation, and 

‘Resolved, That we regard as a betrayal 
of fundamental American principle and 
neglect on, the part of the chief exccutive 
and the head of the department of state to 
interpose resolutely and effectively against 
such forcible invasion of a sister republic 
and against such infraction of the prin- 
ciple and precept of the Monroe doctrine. 

“Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions, duly attested, be forwarded to the

WE MUST NOT INTERFERE. 
About 


So Says President Cleveland 
the Nicaragua Affairs. 


Washington, May 1.—So far as can be 
learned, neither Secretary Gresham nor 
Minister Guzman has yet received the for- 
mal reply to Nicaragua’s report that the 
British flect should be. withdrawn from 
Corinto as a preliminary to the agreement 
to pay the idemnity demanded in London 
within fifteen days. 

The British foreign office usually acts 
with deliberation in matters of this kind. 
Nevertheless, the absence of any intimation 
that Great Britain has granted the re- 
quest is regarded as ominous and friends 
of Nicaragua are somewhat discouraged. 
Numors have reached here asserting that 
Great Britain has assented, and again 
Stating that she has refused, but the fact 
appears to be that no authentic informa- 
tion as to British conclusion has yet been 
given out. Should Great Britain’s reply 
be unfavorable and falling all aid from 
the United States, it is assered that the 
only course open for Nicaragua will be to 
mnake the best terms possibl3 with Great 
Fritain, either by concession of territory 
or placing itself under British protection. 
It is said that it would be easier for Nica- 
ragua to settle the British claims by a 
slice of her territofy, or other concessions, 
than to prolong the present unequal con- 
test. 

Those who have talked with President 
Cleveland represent him as being strongly 
opposed to any interference on the part 
of the United States, his contention be- 
ing that Great Rritain is merely seeking 
reparation for injuries to its subjects and 
that when it has succeeded in doing this 
her forces will be ut once withdrawn from 
the country. 


THE NICARAGUA DISPUTE. 
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Guatemala Asks Gresham To Use His 
Influence with Great Britain. 


Santiago de Guatemala, Guatemala, May 
1.—This republic has united with Honduras 
in‘a dispatch to Secretary Gresham asking 
him to use his good offices to bring about a 
peaceable solution of the Nicaraguan dis- 
pute with Great Britain. Guatemala has 
felt emboldened to take this step because 
of the attituce which the United States as- 
sumed in its recent controversy with Mex- 
ico on the boundary question. When the 
difficulty assumed an acute stage the Wash- 
ington government notified Mexico that it 
would be “greatly displeased” if President 
Diaz invaded Guatemala. On this intima- 
tion Mexico changed tactics, all sugges- 
tion of war ceased and a few weeks later 
a peaceable settlement was arranged be- 
tween Mr. Leon, the Guatemalan minister 
at Mexico, and the Diaz administration. 
Guatemala asks similar good offices for 
Nicaragua. 


ON THE WAY TO NICARAGUA. 


The Atlanta and the Alert Will Reaah 
Their Destination This Week. 
Washington, May 1.—The failure of the 
cruisers Atlanta and <Alert j;to teave 
promptly for he coasts of Nicaragua, in 
obedience to orders telegraphed by -Sec- 
retary Herbert, night before last, caused 
supplementary instructions to be sent to 
both vessels today, and as a result Cap- 
tain Cromwell, of the Atlanta, notified the 
department that he would finish coaling 
at Key West tomorrow and sail at once 
for Greytown. The Alert has been at 
Panama since March 10th, and was pre- 
sumed to be ready to leave there on twen- 
ty-fours' notice. Officials have little doubt 
that both vessels will be on their way by 
tomorrow night and reach their destina- 

tions by the end of the week, 


Wants Security for Her Demands. 

London, May i.—The Globe prints the 
statement that in well-informed circles it 
is believed that Great Britain is willing 
to entertain the proposal of Nicaragua re- 
garding the payment of indemnity upon 
receiving security that all of the demands 
of the ultimatum@will be satisfied. 


GONZALES EXECUTED. 
Shot for Surrendering to the Insur- 
gents. 

Havana, May 1.—(Staff Correspondence of 
the United Press.)—Lieutenant Valentine 
Gallego Gonzales, of the government army, 
was shot to death today in accordance with 
the finding of a court martial because of 
his having capitulated to the insurgents 
at Ramon de las Yaguas, in the Guantana- 
mo district. Gonzales was in command of 
the fort at Ramon de las Yaguas and sure 
rendered it to the enemy after a charge by 
the latter. 

When the steamer Yumuri arrived from 
New York today she was boarded by offi- 
cials from the American consulate who pre- 
sented themselves to the two young men 
registered as Thomas Gordon and Harmon 
Travers. The young men are said to be 
Alexander Harmon and Jordan Thomas, of 
Alexandria, Va., who came here to do some 
fighting in the field. They will be sent 
home by the steamer Serieca, which will 
sail tomorrow. 


IT WAS NOT A PROMOTION 


Bat a Rebuke That the Lieutenant 
Received. 

New York, May 1.—The Spanish minister, 
Senor Dupuy de Lome, referring to the 
statement that Lieutenant Harra, who 
commanded the Conde de Venedito, which 
fired upon the United States merchantman 
Allianca some weeks ago, had been sent 
to Havana and placed on duty in the office 
of the marine commandant and that this 
cesigntion was intended to be a promotion, 
said: 

‘‘Promotions in our navy go by strict se- 
niority. To detail an officer from sea to 
land duty means to lose an important part 
of his pay. I may say in passing that, so 
far as this gentleman is concerned, he has 
received from Madrid a rebuke and not a 
promotion. The Venedito,’’ continued the 
minister, ‘‘is not a gunboat, as she has 
been usually characterized. She is a second 
class ertiiser, a sister ship of the Infanta 
Isabelia, which was here at the naval re- 
view two years ago.

DEATH IN THB WINDS,

Ten Persons Killed by a Cyclone Near 
Hotchinson, Kansas, 


If CUT A PATH SIXTEEN MILES LONG 


Buildings Were Swept from the 
Face of the Earth. 


A TEACHER SAVES HER PUPILS 


She Hurries Them Out of the House Just 
Betore ItIs Damolished—Many 
Persous Are Injured. 


Hutchinson,, Kan. May 1—Wreck and 
ruin and loss of life were crowded into a 
brief space of time by a cyclone in the 
farming district, twenty miles east of this 
city, this afternoon. Ten lives were crush- 
ed out. About 4:30 o’clock the cloud was 
seen to approach Patterson, a small sta- 
tion on the ’Frisco road, about six miles 
from Burton. Those who saw it say it 
resembled a great mass of flying smoke 
and dust from a prairie fire. The air was 
hot as if it came from a furnace and filled 
with electricity. The storm struck about 
a mile south of Patterson and for sixteen 
miles in a northwesterly direction left 
death and ruin in a path 100 yards to a 
quarter of a mile in width, Ten persons 
were killed, as follows:

Others were injured, but their names 
could not be ascertained, 

The residences of Cyrus Hinkslein, Wil- 
liam White, B. E. Friselle and A. 8. Pow- 
ell were demolished and many others were 
damaged. The pupils of the Hege district 
school, in the path of the storm, were hur- 
ried out of danger by the young lady 
teacher, and she. is the heroine of the hour. 
A few minutes after the last pupil left 
the building fell. The sky was over- 
spread with black clouds and the storm 
cloud, as it approached the town, wound 
about like swaying trunk of a giant ele- 
phant. After the cyclone swept by, leaving 
vevastation aru death in its wake, the 
citizens went to work caring for the in- 
jured and removing the dead bodies of the 
killed from the heaps of debris. Rain has 
been falling througrcut southwestern Kan-, 
sas at intervals since yesterday afternoon 
and there was a s¢vere hailstorm in this 

section tonight. Of the twenty injured, 
| Mrs. Frye, Joseph Wear and Mrs. Friselle 
will die. Among the others injured are:

fhe first house demolished was that of 
Mrs. Frye. a small structure. The houses 
of Jake Saimisky and John Sultzbach were 
wrecked, but no one was killed. 

George Wear’s fine residence was reduced 
to kindling wocd. His wife and three chil- 
dren were killed. Two of the children es- 
aned by going into the cellar. 

— Sainte house on the west side 
was destroyed. The family escaped by 
going into the cellar. 

Dp. E. Friselle’s new $,000 house was 
wiped out, leaving only the cellar in which 
were his wife and three children unin- 
jured. 

Across the road was the large house of 
J. R. Friselle, which met the fate of all 
in the tornado’s path. Mrs. Friselle was 
fatally hurt. 

William Armstrong’s housé was torn to 
pieces, he was killed and his wife seriously 
injured. 

William Morris was severely injuerd and 
“Grandma” Chapin, who lived at his house, 
Was torn by the wind. 

The homes of Waite and Cyrus Henson 
were also destroyed ard the latter was 
injured fatally, it is feared. 

The houses of A. H. Parnell, Spencer 
Ray, J. A. Cummings and M. G. Hege 
were demolished, but the only person da'n- 
gerously irjured is Mrs. Cummings. 

Jacob Stinchey saw the storm and has- 
tened from the field where he was working. 
lie turned his horses in the barn and ran 
to the house, taking his family into the 
cellar. The storm blew away the barn, 
lifted the house from its foundation and 


landed one of the horses on Mrs. Stinchey, 
prcbably injuring her fatally. The ho-se 
was taken from the cellar harnessed and 
unhurt. The Schmidt family of four were 
all killed. 

From here the storm lifted and no further 
damage, so far as heard from, was done. 
A west-bound passenger train on the Santa 
Fe was held at Halstead until the storm 
had passed. Where it crossed the track 
telegraph lines, poles, wires and all were 
swept away. The train would certainly 
have been wrecked had it gone ahead. In 
addition to the houses destroyed wers 
barns, outbuildings, orchards, etc., while 
the pathway of the storm is lined with the 
carcasses of horses, cattle, hédgs and other 
antmals. The loss will be great, as the 
district visited was settled by well-to-do 
farmers.

Declares Strongly for Free Coinage of 
the White Metal. 


THE ISSUE TO BE SQUARELY MADE 


The Tarif and Other Questions No Lon- 
ger in the Way-—Ringing Statement 
From the Indiana Senator. 


From The Indianapolis Sentinel. 

Senator Voorhees in a talk with a Sen- 
tinel reporter _made this statement in re- 
gard to his views of the free coinage of sil- 
ver: ’ 

“I do not regret the agitation of the-sil- 
ver question. Sooner or later it has to be 
definitely settled whether the laboring, 
producing people of this country can be 
bullied out of one-half of their debt-paying 
money or whether they will stand up like 
free men and protect and defend the money 
named and provided in the constitution— 
gold and) silver both—not one of the 
precious metals alone, but keth, and on 
terms and conditions as to coinage and 
use of absolute equality. This is the queés- 
tion immediately beforé -us and no better 
time than now will ever be tound for its 
settlement, 

“The tariff will not return to plague us 
again for years to come. It has been so 
wisely and equitably adjusted that no at- 
temot at a general revision is now in con- 
templation in any quarter. There is no 
longer any issue in regard to federal elec- 
tion laWs and the threat of the bayonet 
at the ballot. box. No great national ques- 
tion is at this time in the way of a full 
free, fair discussion of money. currency, 
precious metals, ratios, standards of val- 
ues, units of account and payment and the 
bearing which all these things have on the 
general weifare of the great tbody of Amer- 
ican people. The silver question itself is 
also plain to the view—less obscured by 
the craft of its enemies than at any time 
Since the assassination of money took place 
in i873. There are no legislative switches 
now in existence to lead the people away 
from the main track. No cowardly make- 
shifts, no insincere shams can any longer 
darken discussion or betray honest councils. 

“The Sherman act, which was conceived 
in rancorous hostility to silver and brought 
forth into a law by an iniquitous betrayal 
of silver free coinage, has been buried in 
an unhonored grave, over which no lament 
will ever be heard. 

“I have never been willing to admit that 
Our system of currency should be dictated 
by England and other foreign countries, 
and I repel that idea now. The real and 
vital issue now presented to the American 
people is the proposed elimination of silver 
from our currency, its total overthrow and 
destruction as @ money metal and the use 
of gold alone. This is what is now meant 
by the movement against the free coinage 
of silver, whatever disclaimers may be 
made to the contrary. This movement 
means the destruction of one-half of the 
debt-paying money of the United States and 
the world. If it should be successful it 
would double the burdens of every debt 
and multiply the gains and income of every 
creditor wherever the sun shines. 

“The debts of the American 
this time, both public and private, are 
appalling in amount. They have been 
contracted on a bimetallic basis and it is 
now proposed to make them payable on 
the basis of gold alone. The two metals 
also constitute the specie basis for such 
paper currency as may be put into circu- 
lation. If silver monty is destroyed our 
paper cireulation must be contracted in 
that proportion. Every form and kind of 
money becomes that much scarcer and 
harder to get in exchange for labor and 
the products of labor. Such a policy ts, to 
my mind, simply horrible. I have not a 
particle of doubt as to the result of the 
contest now going on. The enemies of 
silver will be driven to the wall. Silver 
money will not only survive, but will be ful- 
iy restored to its oll place as a leading 
and controlling factor in the development 
and progress of the country. 

“Nor have I any fear for the future 
strength and harmony of the democratic 
party. Some men may discard its princi- 
ples and abandon its organizatiun, but 
others will take their places. I have been 
in favor of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio tixed by Jefferson all my life 
and whatever others may do, I shall never 
abandon my principles ror my party. I 
am not unmindful of the vague cry now 
raised about ‘sound money,’ ‘honest 
money,’ and it causes me to glance hack 
over the career of silver in American his- 
tory. I discover that Washington, Jeffer- 
* gon, Hamilton, John Marshal! and Monroe 
indorsed silver money as sound and honest 
and the same views were entertained 
throughout the mcst important epochs of 
eur country’s trial, growth and glory by 
Jackson, Clay, Webster, Calhoun, Silas 
Wright, Marcy, Hcratio Seymour, Benton, 
Douglas, Hendricks, 
Abraham LIdacoln. 

‘"The truth is darger from the coinage 
and the use of silver as nioney in this 
country never occurred to a sane man ntil 
greed, avarice and unholy speculation rear- 
ed its serpent head and aimed a vicious, 
deadly blow at the honored dollar of the 
fathers in 1878. Since that time we have had 
nothing but financial vexation, distrust, 
business depression and ruinous panics. 
The five years which immediately followed 
the demonetization of silver in 1573 were 
freighted with more calamity and suffering 
on the part of the laboring and producing 
people than was ever before known on this 
continent in the same length of time. A 
wave of confiscation swept over the coun- 
try, annihilating values, depriving labor of 
fits reward, destroying all market prices for 
property, except such as were bid at ‘sheriff 
‘gales. Nor did this wretched condition of 
affairs show any signs of improvement 
until the partial restoration of silver to its 
fMmoney function took place in 1878. 

“Tf ¥ am told in this connection ttat 
silver bullion as a marketable commodity 
at this time commands a low price, my 
answer is that if gold had been conspired 
pPurainst, persistently assailed by foul 
means as well as fair, stabbed in the dark, 
in the daytime, and im the back, under the 
fifth rib, and wherever cise a dagger could 
be planted for nearly a quarter of a cent- 
ury past, it would be in a far worse crip- 
pled condition than silver. No other form 
of money on the face of the ecarth could 
have withstood as silver has done such a 
malignant, unsparing crusade as the last 
twenty-two years have witnessed in this 
country. It still holds its place in the af- 
‘fections and confidence of the people. Bat- 
tered and bruised as it has been, yet it 
will buy all that gold will buy and pay all

act in April 1792, until the demonetization 
act of February, 1873, a period of eighty- 
one years, during which we rose from 
weakness to the foremost rank among the 
nations of the earth.

Theodore Nelson, secretary of the demo- 
cratic state central,committee, seldom sub- 
mits to an interview on questions affecting 
the policy of the party, by reason of the 
relations he, as one of its chief officers in 
Illinois, sustains toward it. But Mr. Ne.- 
son’s deep conviction that the only way 
to save the party and tne nation from 
chaos is to open the mints for the free and 
unlimited coinage of the white metal at 
16 to 1 has caused him to break his rule, 
and yesterday he talked of the situation 
from the exclusive knowledge he has as 
secretary of the committee. Mr. Nelson 
declared that the reports printed in the 
newspapers setting forth allegations that 
in many eounties of the state no little 
differences existed among democrats on 
the monetary question were greatly ex- 
aggerated. With the exception of two 
counties, Jo Daviess and St. Clair, Mr. 
Neison said there appeared to be an over- 
whelming sentiment in favor of free silver. 
He was confident, from the information 
in his hands, that nothing short of a 16 
to 1 “shot’? would capture the democratic 
purse, Incidentally Mr. Nelson makes 
Some strictures upon the position. taken 
by Senator John M. Palmer. Mr. Nelson 
Said: 

“Tl am confident the democrats of Illinois 
approve the action of the state committee 
in calling a monetary conference at Spring- 
field June 6th. The great majority of 
democrats in this state favor the free anu 
unlimited coinage of sHver at its former 
ratio, regardless of an international agree- 
ment. They want gold and silver to be 
the primary metals of this country. They 
are bimétallists. 

“Before John M. Palmer was elected 
senator of the United States he breathed 
the pure air of our great prairie state, got 
his inspiration from, the masses and be- 
lieved the rights of the peopie were safe 
with the people—ar least, that is what he 
said. After a residence in Washington of 
nearly four years the glitter of the gold- 
bug and his association with millionaire 
senaters and Wall street bankers seem to 
have dazzled him. 

“He now raves at the state committee 
and calls its members ‘traitors’ because 
it has followed his earlier teachings by 
asking the democratic party to meet in 
convention at Springfield to discuss the 
Monetary problem now ,eonfronting us, 
and to give expression to democratic views. 
Traitors to a party do not call its mem- 
bers together for the purpose of getting 
instructions from it. 

“Right here let me say had there been 
one drop of traitor blood in the veins of 
the majority of this committee John M. 
Palmer would not now be a United States 
senator, and he knows it. If the members 
of the state committee are traitors then 
it follows that all who favor the calling 
of the June convention and its objects 
are also traitors. That being the case, 
the senator should emulate the example 
of the ‘three tailors of Tooley street,’ who 
declared themselves to be the people of 
England, call himself to order, appoint 
himself a committee of one, and, without 
further ado, by the unanimous vote of 
himself, read the state central committee 
and the masses out of the party. After 
which he should declare himself in favor 
of honest money, whatever that may 


mean.”

MINERS ON A STRIKE. 


All Throagh the Pocahontas Section the 
Mines Are Shot Down. 


NORFOLK AND WESTERN BLAMED FOR IT 


Threats Are Made To Tie Jp the Road. 
No Empty Cars Being Ke- 
turned to the Mines. 


Lynchburg, Va,, May 1.—A special from 
Elkhorn, W. Va,, to The News says: 

At Keystone today fully three thousand 
miners met. They were addressed by J. 
W. Lawless, of the Mine Workers’ Union, 
McBryde failing to appear ag expected, He 
Was reported poisoned at a hotel while on 
his way here. Nine hundred new men en- 
tered the union at Keystone last night, To- 
morrow a special will carry the operators 
of this region to Roanoke to confer with 
railroad officials, It is really a strike against 
the Norfolk and Western railroad for bet- 
ter shipping rates. Opposition is develop- 
ing against the introduction of machines 
into the mines, Guards are witching the 
trestles and tunnels on the road and tipples 
and drift mouths on the works. While there 
has been no violence, rumors are afloat that 
cause apprehension. There was much drink- 
ing in the meeting at Keystone today that 
was not conducive to peace, There were 
threats to tle up the railroad. All the 
empty cars were taken out today. Sunday 
is set for an immense meeting at Poca- 
hontas. 

Soon after the Norfolk and Western went 
into the hands of receivers the Pocahontas 
Coal Company was succeeded as agents for 
the Flat Top operators by Castner & Cur- 
ran, and a new adjustment of the arrange- 
ments by which the coal was handled was 
made necessary. At a meeting of the op»r- 
ators held in Bramwell last week it Was de- 
cided to accept the proposition offered, This, 
the operators claim, made it necessary to 
mike the 20 per cent reduction in the rate 
for mining. A great part of the traffic of 
the Norfolx and Western is the shipping of 
coal, and the strike which has practically 
suspended operations in the Flat Top re- 
gions, will seriously affect the traffic of the 
road if it igs kept up, The Norfolk end 
Westera officials are not apprehensive of 
serious trouble, and express the belief that 
the matter will be adjusted in a short time. 
In the meantime frecautions. are being 
taken for the protection of the property ef 
the road and but few empty ccal cars are 
being returned to the mines, James H. 
Stevenson, of the Roanoke Coal and Coke 
Company, denied the report in last night’s 
dispatches that the operators are in sympa- 
thy with the strikers. 

Miners Object to Improved Machinery 
; ‘oanoke, Va., May 1.—A prominent Flat 
Top operator was here today and in an in- 
terview said that there are not more than 
10, 000 miners on a strike in that region. The 
five mines at work employ small forces and 
use electrical machinery, which is a great 
labor saver. There is bitter feeling among 
the miners because of the introduction of 
this machinery. The operator said that 
under the present freight agreement they 


Bet only 65 cents per ton above the freight 


out of which to pay all the expenses of 
mining. Colonel William Lamb, of Norfolk, 
who attended the meeting of the Norfolk 
and Western stockholders here today, said 
in an interview that the reduction of the 
tariff on coal is the cause of the strike.

CAUSE OF THE LOCK OUT, 


| Mill Men Decide To Take the Bull by 


the Horns.

“It is difficult for the eOople der- 
stand the condition of nieaine ms io woe 
ville ‘mills, The manufacturers are in a 
position to see that they are confronted 
by a difficulty that threatens not only the 
business of the mills, but the prosperity 
of Olneyville as a manufacturing town 
Long before the big labor trouble of 1893 
Olneyville had obtained the reputation of 
being the center of labor agitation, and 
the New York commission houses looked 
upon it as a place where it was questioned 
whether an order would be filled or not, 
as a strike was likely to be precipitated at 
any time, 

“The strike of 1893 only tended to confirm 
them in this opinion and since that time 
it had been very difficult for the Olney- 
ville mills to obtain the best market for 
their goods, Again and again, they had 
been given to understand that it would be 
impossible to send orders to Olneyville, 
while such a condition of affairs prevailed, 
and they had long ago decided that it 
would be necessary to take the bull by 
the horns and adopt some measures to pro- 
tect themselves and put things on a better 
plane. 

“The present labor troubles compelled 
them to look with anxious eyes upon the 
future of the market and it was, therefore, 
determined to take the action necessary 
to settle the issue. k 

“It was for this reason that it had been 
decided to order a lockout. If the market 
for the Olneyville goods was to be pre- 
served, the labor troubles must end at 
once, and for all time, and if the spirit 
of discontent continues to prevail among 
the help, the mills must be closed until 
they are ready and willing to go back and 
stay. 

“The closing of the mill gates will be for 
an indefinite period, but this means that 
the mills will not be opened until the 
trouble is settled, if it is necessary to keep 
them closed until next winter.”’ 

Providence, R. I., May 1.—The weavers 
in the Webosset mills, Oineyville, went 
out at noon today. Manton mill weavers 
refused to work this morning and it is 
expected that the Riverside weavers will 
come out at any minute. A general strike 
in all the mills, affeciing fully 7,000 opera- 
tives, is likely to be on. 

To Adopt the Old Scale, 

Knoxville, Tenn,, May 1.—The miners and 
operators of the Jellico district have been 
in session since Monday discussing the 
wage schedule for next year, They have 
practically reached an agreement and the 
old scale will be adopted, with only a few 
slight changes. 

Causing Much Trouble nt Norfolk. 
Norfolk, Va., May 1.—The strike now.on 
in the mines of the Flat Top region has 
put a stop to the loading of vessels at 
Lambert’s. Point with coal, thus causing 
about 200 men to be thrown out of work 
at the piers ané@ a delay in the loading 
of the thirteen schooners at anchor near 
that point, which are already chartered. 
Some of these vessels may cancel their 
charters and seek cargoes at other ports. 


MAY DAY CELEBRATIONS. 


How the Day Was Observed in the 
Old World. 
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suffrage. The

crowd was orderly. After leaving the 
square the crowd marched in procession 
through the streets. When the procession 
passed the university the students cheered 
for socialism and the workingmen replied 
with cheers for science. 

A fight oscurred at the gasworks this 
forenoon, growing out of the attempts of 
the holiday makers to compel the employes 
in the gasworks to quit work and join 
them. One man yas seriously hurt. Six 
of the ringleaders of the rioters were ar- 
rested. .Other outbreaks occurred in various 
parts of the city during the day, resulting 
in a farge number of arrests, but no one 
was seriously hurt, 


A Quiet Day in Berlin. 

Brrlin, May 1.—May Day celebrations at- 
tracted little notice. Forty socialist meet- 
ings were held at various places in this 
city, but were scantily attended. The 
meetings were orderly, a circumstance 
which was probably due to the fact that 
the police were numerous and active. 

The Vorwaerts, socialist, says that a 
committee of the Berlin Trades Union com- 
mission has presented a resolution to the 
unions in connection with May Day de- 
manding a legal working day of eight 
hours, the abolition of child labor and pro- 
tection of female labor, and protesting 
against the anti-revolution bill. 


Observed at Lisbon. J 

Lisbon, May 1.—May Day was generally 

observed here today and business was at 

a complete standstill. The streets were 

filled with people gathered to witness the 

customary May Day procession. There was 
no disorder. 


The Day in Paris.: 

Paris, May 1.—During the day the city 
was as quiet as usual. The observance of 
May Day was by no means general and.a 
large number of factories were running with 
a full force of hands. The celebrations 
mostly took place in the afternoon and 
evening and were very orderly. 

It Was a Failure in London. 

London, May 1.-—-The socialist May Day 
demonstration in this city was a miserable 
failure. About four hundred persons, most- 
ly young men, carrying red banners and 
singing socialistic songs, marched from 
Clerkenwell to Hyde park, where spceches 
were made by William Morris, the poet; 
Dr. Aveling and his wife, daughter of the 
socialist Carl Marx, and Tom Mann, the 
labor leader. About cne thousand persons 
were assembled in the park to take part

PATROLLED ARMED GUAKDS. 


A Maryland Town Greatly Excited 
Over an Attempted Lynching. 
Denton, Md., May 1.—Armed guards 
patrolled the streets of this town all last 
night to prevent any attempt to lynch 
Marshall KE. Price, the young blacksmith 
whose trial for the murder of Sallie E. 
Dean, on March 26th, near the village of 
Harmony, begun yesterday. The prisoner 
had been confined in the Baltimore city 
jail for safety and was brought here under 
a strong police guard from that city. A 
rumor that an armed mob would attempt 
to lynch Price during the night caused tne 
authorities to take every precaution. There 
were a great many persons on the streets 
until an early hour this morning and 
many threats uttered, but no atteinpt was 
made to reach the prisoner. One large 
crowd gathered near the jail and sang 
“Nearer My God to Thee.” Although a 
drenching rain fell this morning, a great 
crowd again stood about the courtroom 
and not one-fifth of the number could gain 

admission thereto. 

The excitement over the trial is intense 
and every available tree, awning post and 
hitching post in the town had two or three 
teams tied to it. The visitors came from 
all sections of Caroline and the adjoining 
counties in swarms. 

Today’s testimony was very damaging 
to Price. Several links in the chain con- 
necting him with the murder were welded 
and Detective George Seibold, who ar- 
rested Price, testified that the latter con- 
fessed the murder, but denied that he haa 
assaulted the girl before killing her. Dr. 
Joseph C. Clark corroborated Dr. Duhad.- 
away’s testimony to the effect that the 
girl had been criminally assaulted by the 
murderer. The feeling against Price is 
very bitter and much uneasiness is ex- 
hibited by the townspeople. They dread 
mob violence. It is certain that if Sheriff 
Berry relaxes his vigil to any appreciable 
extent an effort will be made to lynch 
Price tonight. 


SHOT THE WRONG MAN, 


Would-Be Train Robbers Seek Re- 
venge—One of Them Killed. 

St. Joseph, Mo., May 1,-—The Burlington 
officials here received information last 
night that the Omaha express would be 
held up at St. George, a suburb of this 
city, Six or seven tough looking men had 
been hanging around there for a couple of 
days. The information was furnished by & 
hotel man named Haag, who overheard the 
plot, He notified the officials and they 
frustrated the attempt. 

At 6 o'clock this evening a young man 
named Richard Rau was sitting in Haag’s 
place, when one of the supposed gang, who 
afterwards gave the mame of ;Thomas 
Farrall, stepped in the door, drew a re- 
volver and shot Rau through the stomach, 
fatally wounding him. Then he ran out 
to where a partner, who says his name is 
Dan Howard, was awaiting him and the 
two ran up the railroad tracks followed by 
several citizens, who began firing at them, 
A running fight was kept up for some 
distance without effect when the two es- 
caped among some box cars. Later they 
attempted to cross the Missouri bridge into 
Kansas and were pursued by ex-Sheriff 
Carson and Officer Barry. The officers 
overtook them at the west end of the 
bridge and ordered the fugutives to halt. 
Howard was covered by Carson and sur- 
rendered, but Farrall drew two revolvers 
and opened fire, shooting Officer Barry 
though the arm, Then Farrall dashed dows 
into the brush, followed by Barry and 
Officers Franz and Shea, who had by this 
time reached the scene of battle. A run- 
ning fight ensued in which over forty shots 
were fired, Farrall was finally shot through 
the left breast at a point just above the 
heart and is in a dying condition. 

Farrall is supposed to come from S8t. 
Louis, When he ran out of Haag’s place 
he yelled to his partner, “I have shot the 
wrong man,” disclosing that it was the 
intention to kill Haag for giving the plot 
away to the officers.

By direction of the secretary of war, First 
Lieutenant Oscar J. Brown, First cavalry, 
will report in person on May 20th, 1895, to 
the governor of Georgia, at Atlanta, Ga., 
for duty pertaining to the militia of the 
state, and will relieve Airst Lieutenant 
Charles B, Satterlee, THird artillery, who 
will then proceed to join his battery. The 
travel enjoined is necessary for the public 
service,

While there has been no direct intima- 
tion of the change, it was not unexpected, 
as Lieutenant Satterlee has been here the 
full term usual in such cases. 

May Perhaps Remain Longer. 

Governor Atkinson has made a special re- 
quest of the war department to order Lieu- 
tenant Satterlee to remain here longer than 
the time set, both that he may aid his suc- 
cessor and especially that he may be here 
through the state encampment. 

“It is almost impossible to estimate the 
value that Lieutenant Satterlee has been to 
the troops of the state,’’ said the governor 
in commenting on the change, “‘and I know 
the news of his being ordered away will 
be taken as a personal loss to all the mem- 
bers of all the companies. When he first 
came the presence of a regular army offi- 
cer was a novelty in state military circles, 
and I reckon nobody was ever more unpop- 
ular than was he at that first encampment. 
He believed that the encampment should be 
more than a frolic and that the boys should 
be sure enough soldiers, That feeling of 
unfriendliness, if it may be deemed such, 
soon wore away, and as they knew the 
man and appreciated the aims and the pur- 
poses of the work, Lieutenant Satterlee be- 
came greatly beloved, It would seem par- 
ticularly appropriate that he be here to 
witness the progress and proficiency that 
the next encampment will show, and I sin- 
cerely hope that my request will be 
granted.” 

It Is All Deserved. 

All that the governor says about Lieuten- 
ant Satterlee’s work in Georgia is thorough- 
ly deserved. He has indeed been of great 
value to the Georgia military, The sys- 
tem has been reorganized on lines suggest- 
ed by himself and most of the progressive 
legislation on this line has been inspired by 
him, 

He is not only one of the ablest of the 
younger officers of the army, but he is one 
of the most conscientious. He is an incessan* 
worker, He has been the greatest assis- 
ta1ice to Adjutant General Kell in handling 
the affairs of that office, As he has taken 
a special pride in the development of the 
volunteer forces of the state he has inspir- 
ed the men with his own enthusiasm and 
the results have been marked. 

Lieutenant Brown a Georgian. 

His successor, Lieutenant Oscar T, 
Brown, is a Georgian. He is a native of 
Cassville, and his mother now lives in 
Athens, She is Mrs, George W, Brown, andi 
she resides in the Classic City with her 
daughter, Mrs, Edward 8. Lyndon. 

Lieutenant Brown is thirty-seven years 
old. He was appointed to a cadetship at 
West Point in 1872 by Judge John S. Bigby, 
who was then in congress. He graduated 
from West Point in 1876 and went at once 
to Fort Halleck with the First cavalfy regi- 
ment, company I, Since graduation at 
West Point he has filled several] very im- 
portant pusitions. For several years he was 
instructor in cavalry tactics at Fort Leav- 
enworth. For three years he was aide de 
camp on General Merritt's staff in the de- 
partment of the Missouri, with headquarters 
at St. Louis, He is now at Fort Bayard, 
New Mexico, 

Lieutenant Brown has many friends here 
in Georgia who will give him the heartiest 
kind of a welcome.

WILDE GETS ANOTHER TRIAL. 


The Jury Disazreed—Judge Reiuses 
To Grant Bail. 


London, May 1.—Old Bailey courtroom 
was crowded at the opening of the Wilde 
trial this morning. There was a good deal 
of speculation as to what course the judge 
would pursue in his charge to the jury, 
and the consensus of opinion seemed to 
be that the result of the trial depended 
more upon the charge of the court than 
upon the views taken by the jurors. Wilde 
looked careworn and anxious, but Taylor 
maintained the air of unconcern which has 
characterized him throughout. 

Justice Charles, in beginning his charge, 
said that the evidence had not sustained 
the charge of conspiracy, and he therefore 
directed the jury to acquit the prisoners 
of those charges. The judge then proceed- 
ed to anayize the evidence, solely referring 
to Wilde and begged the jury to dismiss 
from their minds all press comments and 
other outside expressions of opinon upon 
the case. It was a wholesome rule, he 
said, to refuse to accept uncorroborated 
testimony of an accomplice. He was of 
the opinion, however, that there was cor- 
roboration in the testimony of all the 
Witnesses in the sense that the law re- 
quired. It did not, it was true, amount to 
seeing thg actual act, but it showed the 
relations and general conduct of the par- 
ties. The young men who had been called 
to the witness stand were not only ac- 
complices, but Parker, Wood and Atkins 
were properly described as blackmailers. 
Furthermore, Atkins had told deliberate 
falsehoods within hearing of the jury. In 
weighing the details of the evidence of 
these witnesses, the jury could not over- 
look the fact that they were persons of 
the character*which they themselves had 
asserted. 

The judge then proceeded to trace the 
history of the Queensberry trial. In regard 
to Wilde’s literature, he did not think that 
in a criminal case the jury ought to base 
an unfavorable inference upon Wilde’s au- 
thorship: of ‘‘Dorien Grey.’’-As regarded 
the story of the “Priest and Acolyte’ in The 
Chameleon qmuagaZzitic) be thwugMit tt wuvar ™ 
be absurd to impute blame to Wilde. The 
sonnets. of Lord Alfred Douglass, which 
Wilde had approved, were more material. 
As also Wilde’s letters, which Mr. Carson 
in the Queensberry trial had described as 
horribly indecent. These letters were 
couched in the language of passionate love, 
but Wilde denied that there w%s anything 
in them to be ashamed of. The jury, he 
said, must exercise their own judgment in 
regard to the Ietters. 

He then proceeded to deal at length with 
the case of the voung man Shelley, who, 
he said, was not tainted with blackmail. 
Shelley’s letters showed that his mind had 
become excited. In regard to the evidence 
of the hotel servants and other persons 
in similar positions, the judge said that 
what they saw was only seen when they 
answered the bell call from Wilde. An 
instance of this was shown in the testimony 
of the cnambermaid, who swore to having 
seen a boy in the room, but admitted that 
Wide had asked the boy to come to the 
room and light the fire. 

The judge, in concluding his charge, said 
that the case was one of great importance 
to the community. If tre tury believed the 
charges against the prisoners Were true, 
they should say so fearlessly. The jury re- 
tired at 1:30 o’clock p. m. 

After deliberating three and a half hours 
the jury returned to the courtroom and 
announced that they had failed to agree 
upon a verdict. They were thereupon dis- 
charged. and the prisoners were remanded 
for a new trial. Application was made for 
admission of Wilde and Taylor to bail, 
but the judge refused to accept bail for 
either of them. 


AT THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 


The Aunt of Blanche Lamont Tells 
What She Knew of Durant. 

San Francisco, May 1.—The coroner’s in- 
quest in the case of Blanche Lamont, one 
of the girls found murdered in Emanuel 
Baptist church, was commenced this morn- 
ing. Mrs. C. J. Noble, aunt of the dead 
girl, was the first witness. She testified 
that on the night of the murder she at- 
tended prayer meeting at the church. 
Durant was there, and asked her if- Miss 
Lamont would be present. She told him 
no. Durant stated that he had met her 
niece on the car that morning and promis- 
ed her a copy of The New Comer, which 
she asked for. He called at the house 
Friday morning, following and left a copy 
of the book. Durant had once accompanied 
Blanche to the park. In the early part of 
January Blanche had heard that Durant 
was engdged to another girl. Durant de- 
nied it when spoken to about it. 

The rings sent Mrs. Noble by mail were 
shown to her and she identified them as 
having been on Blanche’s fingers on the 
day of her disappearance. Just before 
Chrstmas, the witness said, Blanche teld 
her that Durant had proposed to her, and 
she thought that he did not mean it, as 
she had known him so short a time. As she 
thought he was joking, she mumbled an 
affirmative reply only in jest. When she 
learned that he was engaged, she told 
him she would not marry him. 

After wrangling over the testimony for 
two hours the jury this afternoon brought 
in a verdict chatging Durant with the mur- 
der of Miss Blanche Lamont. The delay 
was all brought about by one juror who 
wanted to render a verdict of murder 
caused by a party unknown, unless the 
police consented to furnish additional tes- 
timony.

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SPOTTERS ON ROADS. 
Judge Speer Gives Utterance To Views 
on Their Employment. 


TELLS WHAT RECEIVERS SHOULD DO 


He Says the Management of a Road Should 
Confront Men Accused of Knock- 
ing Down With Witnesses. 


Macon, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—Great in- 
terest is being taken by the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors in Georgia, by the people 
of Macon, and along the entire line of the 
Southwestern railroad, in the case of ex- 
Conductor Flem Geeslin, who sues the raii- 
road in the United States court for $15,000 
damages for breach of contract and 
defamation of character, and reinstatement 
as conductor with payment of salary for the 
time since he was discharged. ‘The suit fer 
damages is not under consideration at tne 
present hearing. Judge Speer, without a 
jury, is hearing the question of reinstate- 
ment with back pay. If the decides this in 
favor of Geeslin, then he may determine 
whether or not the damage suit shall be 
heard. 

The impression is that if Judge Speer 
directs the receivers of the Central road 
to reinstate Geeslin with payment of salary 
for lost time the damage suit will be dis- 
missed. Judge Speer adjourned the hear- 
ing this morning for several days, so that 
Geeslin’s attorneys could have time to 
examine the books of the railroad com- 
pany. In adjourning the hearing Judge 
Speer spoke to the counsel interestingly of 
the case, especially the detective feature of 
it. He said, among other things: 

“The evidence upon which he was dis- 
charged mainly consisted of reports made 
by a detective agency, and the detectives 
themselves who made these reports have 
been produced as witnesses and have testi- 
fied. It appeared that the manner in which 
this was done was as follows: Appliction 
Wwas made by the officials of the receiver to 
Field’s detective agency to send down cer- 
tain men to watch certain conductors who 
were suspected of wrong doing. These de- 
tectives came. Their reports fere forward- 
ed to the detective agency in St. Louis. 
These reports were forwarded by the agency 
to the officers of the receiver, and upon 
them, together with other evidence, Mr. 
Geeslin was discharged. He was discharged 
without any hearing. These reports were 
not evidence. They could not have been 
admitted as evidence in any court in the 
country. They had not the sanction of 
any form of affidavit. Their vatidity was 
not defined by any law of any kind, and the 
result of it is that in so far as these 
reports went—in so far as the action was 
taken on account of these reports, the con- 
ductor was discharged on account of hear- 
say testimony, and testimony of a charac- 
ter which is by no means satisfactory to 
any court which is entitled to term itself 
an American court. The whole proceeding 
Was un-American. 

“ft was, in the opinion of the court, en- 
tirely unjust, and very little attention 
ought to.be paid to it. Now, there is no 
reexson in the world why detectives should 
not be secured to find out evidence against 
a conductor who is doing wrong, but when 
he finds the evidence he ought then to go 
further and produce witnesses to the wrong 
if committed. For instance, when ne fuund 
a conductor ‘knocking down fares,’ as the 
saying is, he ought to have ascertained 
the name of the witness and produced his 
testimony, in order that the conductor can 
be confronted with him and have an < 
portunity of defending his means of live- 
likeod and his character. To that extent 
the use of a detective is entirely proper. 
But this court will reeognize in no case 
where it is brought to its attention the re- 
moval of a subordinate of the Central rail- 
ESM ho ee ee conan atsuppur ted 
report of a detective agency. 

“If it depended solely~on the testimony 
of these detectives, in the manner in which 
it has been presented to the court, I think 
it would be the duty of the court at this 
time to order the reinstatement of Mr. 
Geeslin. But there is other evidence of 
much more important character. It is true 
that in so far as we have heard it is only 
ex parte. We have-heard the evidence of 
the ticket agent to the effect that during 
the whole of last year the returns of Gees- 
‘lin for the operation of his train was $3.71 
less each day than the returns of other 
conductors who ran on the same train and 
over the same route. 

“Now, while it is the duty of the court 
to protect the employe fairly and justly 
in the exercise of his rights, it is also the 
duty of the court to protect the property 
from any wrongful misappropriation or 
maladministration of its rescurces, and 
could not, in its discretion, compel the re- 
ceiver io restore to position a conductor 
whose train showed $3.71 a day less collec- 
tions than other conductors on the same 
route. Now, there is the material part of 
this case as it presents itself now. 

“Is that charge true? If it is true it is a 
very serious matter for Mr. Geeslin, The 
court cannot compel this trust to lose 
$1,000 per annum when those in charge of 
it have removed the man by whom that 
loss was made, The intervenor’s counsel 
have not been heard op it. It is the 
turning point in this case. I shall pay very 
little attention to the testimony of these 
detectives for several reasons. For the 
reason in the first place I have already 
adverted to, and the second place, I do not 
think it at all certain that they had the 
satisfactory opportunity of detecting any 
wrong doing on the part of Mr. Geeslin. 

“Therefore you may forthe present direct 
your attention elsewhere than to the tes- 
timony of those detectives. Direct your at- 
tention to these reports, comparatively 
made by which on the same line, running 
on #me same train, if the statement of Mr 
Harris is true, this conductor lost to the 
railroad $1,000 a year. If he did that the

Some time ago several men were arraigned

THROUGH ALABAMA. 
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State Sunday School Workers in Conven- 
tion at Mobile. 


WHAT THE SCHOOLS ARE DOING 


More Children Are Outside the Schools 
Than Are Attending Them—The Ex- 
tension of the Work Discussed. 


Mobile, Ala,, May 1—The second day’s 
session of the state Sunday school conven- 
tion met at 9 o’clock in the Government 
street Presbyterian church, and was open- 
ed with a praise service, which was led by 
Mr. A. C. Harte, At the conclusion of this 
service Mr. George E. Driver, of Opelika, 
chairman of the state executive committee, 
read his annual report, which dwelt spe- 
cially upon the necessity of better organiza- 
tion of the state work,. an Official organ 
for the proper presentation of the work and 
an official organizer to travel through the 
state for from three to six months each 
year, 

Secretary Joseph Carthel, of Anniston, 
then read his annual report, which he em- 
phasized by the use of charts, He said that 
there are 226,711 scholars in the Sunday 
schools of Alabama, and there are 470,000 
children between the ages of five and twen- 
ty, Who are not in the Sunday schools, and 
he thought that these statistics ought to 
appeal strongly to the Sunday school work- 
ers and arouse them to immediate activity. 

The treasurer's report showed expenses 
for the year of $307.51, and a balance on 
hand of $59.49. 

Mr, Carthel then opened a discussion on 
‘how we can extend and improve our coun- 
ty and district organizations.”’ 

He advocated the establishment of a Sun- 
day school in every community by the lay- 
men, and said that because the church in 
any community was closed on Sunday was 
no good reason why the Sunday school 
should not be kept open every Sunday in the 
yeer. A five minutes’ discussion foilowea 
this address and many of the talks were 
very entertaining. The reports from the 
counties followed this address of Mr. Car- 
thel. Because of the lack of preparation 
many of these reports were very tiresome, 
although some of them were highly enter- 
taining and instructive. The report for Mo- 
bile county shows 75 Sunday schools and 
3,000 children, and four county meetings 
held during the year, After the reports 
were finished, Mr, E. O. Fowlkes, on be- 
half of the reception committee, invited the 
convention to take an excursion down the 
bay Thursday afternoon at 3 o’clock. The 
invitation was acc2pted, The convention 
then adjourned till 3 o’clock.

JOSEPH JOHNSTON ON SILVER. 


He Has Not in Any Way Changed His 
Mind. 

Montgomery, Ala,, May 1.—(Specia!,)—Cap- 
tain Joseph F. Johnston, of Birmingham, 
the acknowledged leader of the free silver 
democrats of Alabama, has written the fol- 
lowing very interesting letter on the mon- 
ey question to the editor of The Latayctte, 


Ala., Sun: 

“Editor of The Sun: In answer to your let- 
ter I beg to say that I have not in any way 
changed my opinion on the money ques- 
tion, ‘I stand now where I have ever since 
1873, and where nearly every democratic 
newspaper and pffblic man in Alabama did 
until about two or three years ago. If 
there was a single democratic newspaper in 
Alabama or a single democratic ofliccholder 


ard, or was opposed to the free coinage of 
silver before 1893 I am unable to recall that 
fact. Since then some have changed their 
views as they have the right to do, 

“Certainly there is no paper or man 
Alabama now who would !ike to see 
present financial condition continue. 
estate has persistently declined in value, 
as have labor and our great staples. ‘he 
purchasing power of money has constantly 
increased. No country has ever prospered 
under falling prices, As the medium cf ex- 
change (the dollar) grows in value, it loses 
its circulating qualities, and its function as 
money, and the impediments to cnterprise 
and prosperity are multiplied, Silver row 
has no ‘coinage’ value; it is denied access 
to the mints. Its only value is as a com- 
modity, All admit that if the great nations 
were to admit it to free coniage, as primvry 

money on the same terms as gold, 1t 
would have exactly the same relative value 
as gold, The reason this is not done is be- 
cause the value of money, as compared 
with land, labor and products would de- 
cline; that is, that the value of these thngs 
would increase, and the weight and burden 
of debt would decrease. 

“As a rule the individuals and nations 
Who are creditors and who hold ioands, 
mortgages, ete., desire that money shculd 
be relatively high and land, cotton, wheat, 
labor, etc., low, for then they would receive 
the largest amount of these things ‘or the 
smallest amount of money, So that, as a 
rule, those nations and indivfluals are cp- 
posed to the increase of primary :noney. if 
suddenly large deposits of gold should be 
found. and its production grow until it 
should be much greater than that of silver, 
those people and nations would favor the de- 
monetization of gold and that silver should 
be made the only primary money. That was 
advocated at one time under those condi- 
tions, It is not necessary to charge these 
people with anything more than seeking 
their own interest, being moved to do that 
which will benefit themselves most. That 
was not long since frankly admitted by Mr. 
Gladstone. , 

“My opituion is that there is no hope of 
any international agreement that will re- 
store silver as a primary money, and that 
the only hope is for the United States to 
act in the matter, independent of all other 
nations. Many gocd men have apprehen- 
sion that free coinage by the United States 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 would cause gold 
and silver to part company, and that gold 
would disappear from circulation, I do nor 
sc believe. I believe that were silver ad- 
mitted to coinage the same as goid it 
would maintain its parity. I believe that 
there would be an enormous gain in our 
trade with the silver-usinzg countries of the 
world, that it would double cur manufact- 
ures in a short period, and tlat this loss 
of trade by the gold standard countries 
could only be recovered ty their following 
the example of the United States in its 
treatment of silver. France hus nearly $20 
per ce.pita of silver. 

“If the United States should, under free 
ccinage, get every ounce cf silver produced 
by the whole world (not used in the arts) 
it would require the world’s product for 
hearly twenty years to give us the per cap- 
iia of silver that France now has. Until 
that time we should certainly Fave no flood 
of silver, and we would acquire this money 
by selling our products and manufactures 
to foreign nations and giving remunerntive 
employment to all ciasses of labor. The 
gold standard countries exhibit the same 
distress amongst their manufacturing, agri- 
cultural and laboring classes as exist with 
us, so that it is certain that their so-called 
‘honest money’ has not saved them from 
misfortune. Had we not bet'ter adhere to 
the old democratic doctrine of free coinage 
rather than fol'ow in the policies and foot- 
steps of the monarchial governments that 
have led only to distress and disaster?

News reached here today of the killing of 
Judge Pitts, of Waynesboro, Miss., at that 
place last night by the south-bound passen- 
ger train on the Mobile and Ohio.railroad, 
Which reaches Mobile at 10 o’clock p. m.

ANSWER OF THE STATE. 


Any Constitutional 
Question Is Involved. 

Charleston, .S, C:, May 1.—(Special.)—The 
return to the rule of injunction in the 
United States circuit court in the case of 
James Donald was filed by the state to- 
day, This was a rule to Show cause why 
there should not be issued a writ pre- 
venting the constables from making seiz- 
ures of liquor hauled into this State and 
intended for private consumption and not 
for sale or barter. The return was pre- 
Sented to the court by Mr. W. Gibbes. 
Whaley, on behalf of the attorney general. 

In general the return Says: 

“l. That’ they (the constables) submit 
that the bill presents no questions arising 
under the constitution or laws of the 
United States giving jurisdiction to this 
honorable court. 

“2. That they submit that the bill pre- 
Sents no case upon which the jurisdiction 
of equity can be founded, as there are 
plain and adequate remedies at law for 
the correction of any of the matters and 
things alleged if the said allegation be 
true. 

3. That they submit that the bill is de- 
fective in its allegations and does not 
State a case coming within the jurisdiction 
of the court. 

“4. That they submit that this in effect is 
a suit against the state of South Carolina 
in violation of the eleventh amendment to 
the constitution of the United States and 
the court has no jurisdiction,” 

It also denies several allegations, para- 
graphically, of the order and admits a 
few which it defends. No definite date 
has beet set for the reopening of the case. 
A similar cage is pending before Judge 
Goff, in the same court, at Columbia, to- 
morrow.

Knoxville Has an Early Closing Law,

The Editor of The Savannah Press Talks 
on Currency. 


PRESENTING AN INTERESTING ARGUMENT 


From the Standpoint of an Anti-Sil- 
ver Man—His Reasons for 
His Faith. 


Savannah, Ga., May |{.—Editor Constitu- 
tion:' It is a matter of regret that demo- 
cratic leaders should be forced into print 
at this time to take advanced positions 
upon the silver question. Party lines for 
1896 have not been drawn, party platforms 
have not been laid out and the people have 
scarcely given the matter a thought. We 
have just emerged from one campaign, a 
fight in which democratic ascendency was 
fiercely challenged, when the democratic 
majority was largely cut down and when 
ncthing but strict organization maintained 
the party at the polls. I respectfully sub- 
mit the time has not come to threaten this 
organization, to impair the unity or tu 
plunge the people into a heated contest in 
advance of the political year. 1 agree with 
Speaker Crisp “that these issues shoula 
rest for twelve months, until the people 
are ready for the great battle of 1596— 
a contest which will open soon enough 
and rage fiercely énough while it lasts. 

Engaged in Practical Problems, 

The truth is, the south is just now engag- 
ed in practical propiems—cotton acreage, 
mill building, lumber shipping, shome en- 
terprise are matters attracting public at- 
tention. We are entertaining mill men 
from New England and spreading our tents 
for cotton expositions. We are inviting 
capital from the east and asking displays 
from abroad. Would it not be better to 
postpone this fierce agitation for free sil- 
ver in the fact of this new development? 
Capital is timid. Confidence matures 
slowly. Enterprise is chary about follow- 
ing the lires of financial experiment. Busi- 
ness is brightening on all sides. Money 1s 
seeking investment after three years of 
sequestration. Wages are going back to 
higher levels. Surely this season of con- 
valescence ds a bad time for agitation. 
Tre country needs rest and quiet. This is 
net the period for politicians to rush _ be- 
fore the people with sounds to new Strife. 

Not a Merely Local Issue. 

Once more Speaker Crisp is correct. This 
thing of free silver is a matter of interna- 
ticnal action. No settlement will be gsatis- 
factory which shall be made upon a purely 
local basis. The south failed in ner efforts 
to defend slavery because the sentiment 
of the civilized world was against ber. 
The United States may fail in its «iforts 
to exalt the silver standard for the same 
reason. Nations are too near together to 
act entirely upon their own head. A Brit- 
ish squadron at Corinto throws a continent 
into tremcr, while the attempt of Japan 
to occupy Regent's Sword promontary 
sets in niotion the navies of the world. The 
people of the United States have just over- 
thrown cne Chinese wall—the tariff—and 
fave decided that our best fight shail be 
for the markets of the world. They are 
net ready to guerdon this renublic with a 
silver chain and erect a basis which we 
cannot hold. To a certain extent our 
merchants are now citizens of the world. 
The ‘tariff reform bill has made them so. 
We have outgrown the idea of commercial 
exclusion. We have overthrown so-called 
protection barriers which held us in leash 
and stifled American enterprise. Why not 
equip our merchants and manufacturers 
with money which shall be as goou as a 
note of the Bank of England and shall 
advance our commerce better than warships 
or diplomacy? 

Business Brightening Up. 

The truth is this is a vital era with the 
reople. Frozen streams are breaking up 
and the sound of reviving industries is in 
the air. American. flags are once more 
fluttering from the peaks of ocean liners 
and army engineers are sounding for the 
opening of a trans-continental canal. 
America has made herself the home of 
wceild’s fairs and the pattern of all nations. 
If it is to be the policy of these United 
States to enter upon a crusade for the sil- 
ver dollar let us call a conference of our 
neighbors and place the white metal, once 
for all, upon a stable and undoubted basis 
where it shall cease to be an alien or an 
outlaw, but shall be recognized wherever 
trade flies her flag or comrerce spreads 
her wing. Local laws and spasmodic 
aecrees of single nations cannot revolu- 
tionize the standards of money. Mr. Lin- 
coln was correct when he said that noth- 
ing was ever scttled which was not settled 
right. 

Threatening Party Unity. 

But the deniocratic party in Georgia is 
most concerned in keeping down any pre- 
mature agitation on the eve of the next 
great struggle. I do not pretend within 
the limits of this article to argue the 
currency question. For 2 cents you may 
buy a pamphlet absolutely convincing on 
either side. I am personally opposed to 
the immediate and independert free coin- 
age of silver by the United States govern- 
ment. Sut I shall not add to the store 
of temper or misinformation now clouding 
this discussion in Georgia. I am a demo- 
crat, interested in democratic principles 
aid democratic success. I] do not intend 
to join any ‘‘sound money league,”’ to obey 
the behests of any bimetallist convention 
or to catch step with any free silver fac- 
tion. Men should not rush irto the politi- 
cal arena wt this time with cloud-scraping 
or soul-stirring appeals to ignorance or to 
passion. Tt.e silver question will be set- 
tled in a business way. Nothing can be 
gained by abusing the president or dividing 
the people. 

The democratic party in .Georgia is 
threatened by an enemy which will rot be 
appeased by any sop to free silver. Our 
friends, the populists, have long ago passed 
that point. The man who believes the dem- 
ocratic party will save itseif from oppo- 
sition by declaring for the free and unlime 
ited coinage of silver has only to look at 
the alignment of partics in the tenth dis- 
trict of Georgia. There the democratic 
leaders are fairly tumbling over each other 
to flaunt the doctrine of free silver and 
yet nowhere is populism more aggressive 
or more confident, more united or more 
determined. 

Force No Side Issues. 


How can we, then, expect to hold the 
democrats together by forcing this issue 
prematurely? Men are urged to call free 
silver conventions as in Illinois or Ten- 
nessee or to join sound money Itq@ ies as 
in Texas. Schisms are created w.iuin the 
democratic party and the solid south finds 
itself torn with warring factions, while 
the republicans of the north and. west, 
equally divided in sentiment, are quiet, 
expectant, resourceful and unbroken. I 
regret to see our young @®en rushing into 
print with all the freshness of youth. to 
exploit arguments which the best writers 
have long since dismissed as fallacious. 
They are unconsciously sowing seeds of dis- 
sention. They are doing themselves and 
their parties no sort of good. I am glad 
to note the wisdom and conservatism of 
Governor Atkinson, who has done his best 
to keep down this immature and unwise 
agitation within the party. Hon: A. 8.

Those Georgians who went upon the 
stump last year and fought in the face of 
populism know well enough that free silver 
cut no figure in that contest. The issues 
to which the people listened with’ most 
attention were free wool, cheap clothes, 
state bank currency and the suppression 
of populistic fallacies like government con- 
trol of railroads and government issue of 
irredeemable paper noney. The foes 
which democracy has to overthrow are not 
the goldbugs of Wall street, but the fa- 
natics at home who have been led into 
devious and dangerous ways. The great 
consuming error of paternalism in govern- 
ment is growing until from protection 
and pensions it has come to cover govern- 
mental control of railways, telegraphs, tele- 
phones and all the breed of undemocratic 
ills to which populiar government is heir. 
The great questions of central government, 
the encroachment of the United States 
¢ourt upon the liberties of the people, the 
disregard of the supreme court of this re- 
public for the income tax law, our business 
issues over and above free silver—far and 
away the most vital questions before the 
people. Democracy musi be kept intact in 
Georgia and in the union, for democracy 
is the party of liberty, not of privilege. 
Before we commit ourselves to the policy 
that the government should supply the 
people with a new currency and change its 
financial policy, let us settle the point 
whether the general \zovernment 
should furnish the currency or 
whether the states should furnish 
it. What right ‘has the government 
to dictate any financial policy at all? The 
government is not a bank and should never 
be allowed to continue this function. It 
is a relic of the days of Hamilton—an ex- 
pedient of the war regime of Lincoln and 
Chase. The government has no money. 
It is a bankrupt, unless the peopie vote 
money or credit. Ard yet how far we have 
got from this cardinal democratic princi- 
ple. Let us return to the doctfine of the 
fathers before we recall the dollar of the 
fathers. Democrits have greater duties 
before them than haggling about the grains 
in a silver coin. The spectale of members 
of a great party abusing each otheras ‘“‘yold 
shylocks,”’ or free silver fanatics is silly. 
Republicans fatten upon this division. Jay 
Gould said he could bid one-half the peo-~ 
ple to shoot the otrer half. Pension bum- 
mers and holders of special privileges are 
safe so long as cne faction of democracy 
is busy fighting the other.

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Secretary Smith’s Financial Views. 

Secretary Smith was feeling very 
good in Macon last Tuesday and per- 
mitted himself to say something on the 
financial question. He talked pretty 
freely, in spite of his belief that a dis- 
eussion of the question was calculated 
to check the return of prosperity. 

We do not think, however, that the 
discussion will check Secretary Smith's 
prosperity, nor do we feel that he and 
his business have suffered any depres- 
sion on account of the demonetization 
of silver. Other things have shrunk in 
value and declined in price, but the 
probability is that Secretary Smith’s fat 
fees have steadily increased in number, 
size and value. We think, too, that the 
wrecking of enterprises that has gone on 
with such rapidity under the operations 
of the British gold standard has added 
largely to the opportunities of Secretary 
Smith to increase and enlarge his pros- 
perity. 

Out of the wreck of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida railroad—a wreck that 
ean be traced directly to the shrinkage 
in values and business due to the con- 
stantly increasing value of the gold dol- 
lar—Secretary Smith and the able law- 
yers associated with him in the case, 
have pocketed fees amounting to $100.- 
000. Of this fat sum Secretary Smith's 
share is announeed in his own paper to 
be $40,000. A man with a forty-thou- 
sand-dollar fee in his pocket can hardly 
be persuaded to. believe that tbe whole 
country is not in a stafe of grinning 
prosperity. It is also well to bear in 
mind the fact that a condition of affairs 
which puts railroads on the auction 
block and throws $40,000 fees into the 
laps of lawyers is pretty apt to be re 
garded by them as an ideal state of 
things. This is natural and inevitable. 
Those who are prospering under the 
single gold standard and who are en- 
abled to pocket fat fees out of its re- 
sults are not likely to engage with ardor 
in any effort to mitigate the evils of the 
situation. They are not likely to lend a 
sympathetic ear to those who are seek- 
ing a remedy for the evils of a con- 
tracted supply of primary money. 

To illustrate briefly: The course of 
events that. has brought the prosperity 
of a $40,000 fee to Secretary Smith has 
carrica ruin to hundreds of stockhold- 
ers who lose every dollar invested in 
the stock of the road and who do not 
come in even at the back door in the 
grand distribution now going on. To run 
the parallel a little further, the 
demonetization of silver, by means 
of which the purchasing power of the 
dollar has been doubled, has enriched 
thousands of men in the east and in 
other parts of the country, but it has 
brought ruin, and poverty, and misery 
to untold millions. . 

We gather from Secretary Smith's 
talk on the money question that the -is- 
sue ‘is between silver monometallism 
and “bimetallism.’ But he doesn’t tell 
us where “bimetallism” is to come from 
nor who is to bring it about in case 
matters are left as they are. He says 
he doubts whether other nations would 
fall into line, following the action of 
‘this country. If this be true, there is 
greater reason to doubt whether they 
will take the initiative and restore sil- 
‘yer by means of an international agree- 
ment. If there is any doubt at all in 
the one case, as Secretary Smith seems 
to think, there is still greater doubt in 
the other. If the United States cannot 
force Burope to restore silver they cer- 
tainly cannot coax her. Her financial

Mr. Stovall’s Communication. 

We republish elsewhere in this issue 
of The Constitution a  comn:unication 
from Hon. Pleasant A. Stovall, editor 
of The Savannah Press—a well-known 
Georgia democrat, the sincerity of whose 
convictions and the earnestness of 
whose course is not to be doubted. 

The Constitution being first and fore- 
most a hewspaper dves not hesitate to 
publish a communication which differs 
with its policy. On the other hand we 
court Tull and free discussion. We ac- 
cordingly take pleasure in presenting 
Mr. Stovall's views. 

At least one declaration in his ecard 
will meet the approval of democrats, 
and that is the expression of his determ- 
ination that “if the democratic party in 
its accredited councils shall declare in 
favor of free and unlimited coinage at 
a ratio of 16 to 1, good democrats from 
everyWhere will give in their allegiance 
to this plank of the platform.” ‘This 
demonstrates the fact that he approaches 
Khe discussion of the question in a 
proper spirit and emphasizes his earnest- 
hess as a democrat. 

If the assumptions of Mr. Stovall were 
correct The Constitution and the people 
would be prepared to aecept his conclu- 
sions, but, except in the statement above 
given, there is searcely one premise in 
the communication which is based on 
either fact or reason. For the purpose of 
more conveniently discussing his views 
fwe will approach tthe subjeet by a 
topical analysis covering in paragraphs 
each feature of his communication and 
making a brief reference to each argu- 
ment advaneed. 

Mr. Stovall's position correctly 
Stated in each of the following num- 
bered paragraphs: 

(1.) The agitation of the currency ques- 
tion threatens party discipline and inter- 
feres with strict party organiaztion. 

It would be entirely ‘proper, in reply 
to this argument, to ask the question, 
“Who started this agitation?’ Not the 
people, nor the democratic party, but 
the whole business has been the result 
of an organized conspiracy to destroy 
silver 43 a standard money metal, and 
to reduce the currency of the country to 
a gold basis; to decrease instead of -to 
increase the per capita circulation, and 
to reduce all wages, prices and yalna- 
tions to the gold standard for the bene- 
fit of a limited class of bondholders and 
the gold combine, which, by shrewd 
manipulation, is powerful enough to con- 
trol the money of the world, if the peo- 
ple allow themselves to be riveted by 
the chain of gold monometallism. A 
robber who has been caught in the act 
of plunder might as well say that the 
further discussion of the subject will 
do no good, and that legal interference 
would threaten discipline and interfere 
with organization. 


(2.) The agitation of the currency ques- 
tion is calculated to distract the attention 
of outside capital seeking investment in the 
south, as is evidenced by the mouvement of 
a New England mill men in this direc- 

on. 


This is an old-time dodge and one of 
the “wolf” cries which has been used 
s0 Often that it has Jost its potency. 
Capital will seek the field where it is 
offered the best and most profitable in- 
vestment, and the south will command 
every dollar on which good return can 
be guaranteed. It is a noticeable fact in 
this connection that the New England 
mill movement to the south, to which 
Mr. Stovall refers, has attracted more 
attention and been more active during 
the past six months than ever before, 
ffor the general depression following 
the establishment of the gold standard 
has foreed the attention of the New 
England mill men to the south, and 
distress has stimulated an_ activity 
which would probably not otherwise 
have been awakened. 

(3.) The period of convalescence is at 
hand, wages are being raised to their old 
levels and the work of restoration will be 
assisted by rest and quiet. 

Such business improvement as is at 
hand is in spite, and not on account of 
the gold standard, but never until the 
restoration of silver will our people see 
the good old times when there was 
plenty of work for everybody who 
wanted it, and when wages and valua- 
tions had not been reduced to the gold 
standard level. It is time that, 
period of convalescence should be at 
hand, for it would be a gloomy prospect 
indeed if business conditions were 
doomed to continue in the channel into 
which they were driven by the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman law. 
The main argument advanced in favor 
of that action was that it was the first 
step in behalf of the restoration of sil- 
ver 483 a standard money metal, and that 
48 800n a8 it was taken, business would 
immedigtely revive and prosperity re- 
tum. Instead of that, business has 
Steadily grown worse and the year fol- 
lowing the establishment of the gold 
standard marked a net decrease of 
nearly $500,000,000 in -the combined 
tax valuations of all the states south 
and west of Pennsylvania, while in the 
little neck of states north and east of 
Pennsylvania there was an increase in 
one year of more than $300,000,000, of 
which more than 70 per cent went to 
New York alone, and 70 per cent of the 
remainder went to Boston and Philadel- 
phia. These are the official records 
from the tax returns of all the states as 
published in last Sunday’s Constitution. 


(4.) Our merchants being “to a certain ex- 
ge merchants of the world, we must act 
mh concert with other nations and aban- 
don the idea of commercial exclusion and 
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our currency by @ con- 
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‘white metal once for all upon a staple and 


undoubted basis.’ ”’ 

This is an excellent suggestion, but 
does Mr. Stovall forget that only a few 
years ago the United States did the very 
thing that he now proposes as a solu- 
tion for our business ills? It ealled an 
international conference of “our neigh- 
bors,” and it was a miserable and an 
abominable failure, Great Britain even 
refusing participation with a view of es- 
ablishing a fixed ratio between gold and 
Silver, and making a plaything of the 
conference called by our country. When 
& man is fooled one time it is not always 
his fault, but when he is fooled the sec- 
omi time by the same thing, he has 
nobody to blame but himself. The gold 
Standard organs are now openly admit- 
ting that the chief advantage of an in- 
international conference policy is the 
cover that it gives for delay. 

4.) Independent action cannot 
nently settle the currency question 
“Mr. Lincoln was correct when he 
that nothing was ever settled which 
not settled right.” 

Mr. Lincoln's statement is as true to- 
day as it was when it was made, and it 
is one of those fixed axioms which 
grows better as it gets older. It is ex- 
actly what The Constitution said when 
in the memorable extra session of 1805 
we urged that the Sherman law be re- 
pealed by substitute legislation which, 
While stopping the purchase of silver 
would, at the same time, restore that 
metal to its constitutional function as a 
standard money metal, guaranteeing, as 
pledged by the democratic ‘platform, 
“the use of both gold and silver, each 
to be coined without discrimination.” 
But unconditional repeal was driven 
through with the patronage whip and 
the currency question, not being rightly 
settled then, was not settled at all. On 
the other hand the real agitation of the 
question then begun the people were 
brought, by that action, face to face 
With the emergency forced by the single 
gold standard. If Mr. Lineoln’s advice 
had been taken the currency question 
would have been settled rightly then. 
A pledge of the democratic platform 
would have been redeemed and the 
country would now be enjoying an era 
of unprecedented prosperity. 

(6.) Party unity demands that democrats 
should not align themselves with currency 
leagues of one side or the other, for they 
should hold themselves in readiness to abide 
the arbitration of the national democratic 
convention. 

This is good. enough to require no an- 
swer further than to call attention to 
the work of the administration at Wash- 
ington in establishing “honest money” 
leagues wherever it can, and = sending 
eabinet officers and men of. high offi- 
cial position all over the country to 
drum up reeruits and preach the doe- 
trine of Shyleck. Tflow much better is 
the Illinois plan where the democracy, 
through recognized authority, has 
Called a state party convention tt make 
an official declaration of party position— 
un example which will be fellowed by 
Other states throughout the country. 
There is no harm in democrats getting 
together any time and anywhere for the 
maintenance of genuine democratic prin- 
ciples and the work of organization as 
a preliminary to party declaration is to 
be heartily Commended. 

@.) The opponents of democracy “will 
not be appeased by any sop to free silver,”’ 
lenced in the tenth Georgia dis- 
where populism is more aggressive 
anywhere else in the state and yet 
where democratic leaders are unanimous for 
free silver. 

Any leading democrat in-the tenth 
Creorgia Congressional district will tell 
Mr. Stovall that, if the administration of 
Mir.

(S.) Regret is expressed that our young 
men are “rushing into print’’ on the cur- 
rency question and Governor Atkinson and 
Chairman Clay are commended for having 
refrained from giving out interviews adding 
to the “April agitation,’’ and likewise Hon. 
F. G. duBignon has remained silent “at the 
risk of misrepresentation.”’ 

Governor Atkinson declares unmistak- 
ably and unequivoeally in favor of the 
free coinage of silver, and Chairman 
Clay has done so frequently. Not only 
that but both Governor Atkinson and 
Chairman Clay do not hesitate to say 
that the people were given the assurance 
that silver should be restored to its full 
function as a standard money metal, and 
on every stump on which he spoke in 
Georgia Governor Atkinson, as a eandi- 
date, took emphatic issue with the prop- 
osition that this country “must await 
the nod of any European monarch,” (his 
own words) before proceeding to work 
out the currency problem to its own sat- 
isfaction. 

(9.) What the national patient, Business 
Prosperity, needs to insure restoration is 
not free siiver, but “fresh air’ and confi- 
dence. 

We have been all along aware of the 
fact that the currency contractionists 
were of the opinion that there was now 
an overabundance of money in cireula- 
tion, and that the people could get along 
with much less, but this Is the first inti- 
mation that we have had that “fresh 
air’ would fill the bill. In England the 
average workingman considers it a lux- 
ury to have meat more than once a 
week, and the plains between the masses 
and the classes are as wide apart as the 
poles. But the “fresh air’ standard is 
a new proposition even to England. 
What the people want is more money— 
which will bring more prosperity, and 
more happiness and, without these, 
“fresh air’ cannot be enjoyed even 
when dispensed with  superabundant 
generosity. 

(10.) If the democratic party in its ac. 
credited councils declares for the free and

The sale of Georgia bonds consum- 
mated by Governor Atkinson and State 
Treasurer Hardeman yesterday will at- 
tract special attention for. several 
reasons, 

Iirst, it is the best sale of Georgia 
securities which, considering the cir- 
culmstances, has yet been made, and 
coming as it does on the heels of the 
success of the present state administra- 
tion in securing the ‘payment of interest 
on the money in the depositories, it 
shows that Georgia’s affairs are in good 
hands, 

Then the fact that the purchasers pay 
a premium for Georgia twenty-year 
bonds, bearing 3% per cent interest, 
demonstrates more clearly than words 
could the splendid credit of the state. 

And then, by comparison, this sale of 
Georgia bonds is sure to again attract 
the attention of the country to the: re- 
cent sale of United States government 
bonds, made by Pregident) Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle to a syndicate of 
bankers. 

The Georgia authorities sell twenty- 
year state bonds on a $14 per cent basis. 
President Cleveland and Secretary Car- 
lisle sold thirty-year United States 
bonds on a 3% per cent basis. 

Will anybody argue that the credit of 
the United States is not so good as the 
eredit of Georgia? Certainly not. 

Will anvbody claim that there was 
any lack of would-be purchasers such as 
made it imperative to sell at a sacrifice 
of $9,000,000 the government $65,000,000 
issue? The immense profits made by 
the first purchasers the moment the pub- 
lic was allowed to purchase them, is the 
answer to that question. And Georgia’s 
bonds are “eoin’—not gold, too.

He accepted that scheme as the first 
step toward “bimetallism,”” and he was, 
perhaps, impressed by the preposterous 
Claims of the administration and the 
golibugs that unconditional repeal 
would stop the shrinkage of values: and 
restore prosperity to the people. 

Having gone this far, however, Sena- 
tor Voorhees refuses to go any further. 
ITaving demonstrated the fact that un- 
conditional repeal removed the only 
barrier that stood between the people 
and the crushing effects of the single 
gold standard Senator Voorhees is now 
of the opinion thaf the people of the 
United States should settle their own 
currency questions in their own way 
and fix their own money standards in- 
dependent of the wishes, desires and 
interests of either the British or the 
Hessians, the Duteh or the Hottentots. 
While The Constitution objected to 
the unconditional repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law, feeling 
that the condition and prospects of the 
people were bad enough, nevertheless, 
we are prepared to believe now that the 
event was a very fortunafe one for the 
people. It involved additional wreck 
and ruin and misery, but it has cleared 
the atmosphere. It has narrowed the 
issue to a contest between the people 
and the money power. It has opened 
the eyes of the honest voters of the 
country to the real nature of the ques- 
tion, about which there ean no longer 
be any. mistake.

Between Two Fires. 

The mikado of Japan is sick and the 
fetes to celebrate the defeat of China 
have been postponed. 

It must be admitted that the present 
aspect of the situation is enough to give 
Japan’s ruler an attack of prostration. 
After humbling China and forcing her 
to sign a treaty dictated by the victors, 
Russia now’ demands a modification of 
its terms, and threatens to blockade the 
Japanese ports if she cannot have her 
way. 

Germany and France seem disposed 
to aid Russia, and if the Japanese re- 
fuse to remodel the treaty they may 
suddenly be called upon to assume the 
defensive against the forces of these 
three European powers. 

At last accounts Japan had politely re- 
quested Russia to mind her own busi- 
hess, but there are signs of a new war 
cloud looming up in the orient, and this 
time the storm center will be all around 
the Flowery Kingdom. 

In the meantime, the mikado is not 
feeling well and has taken to his bed, 
and for the present there will be no 
victorious jubilees. Before holding a 
celebration the mikado wants to know 
“where he is at.” Many difficulties con- 
front him. If he will not yield to Rus- 
sia’s demands, that formidable and 
ruthless power may knock Japan into a 


cocked hat, or at least save China from 
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| the consequences of her defeat. On the 
other hand, the people of Japan are 
determined not to lose the frults of vic- 
tory, and if the government knuckles to 
Russia they will revolt and tear up 
everything in their own country. 

The plot thickens, and interesting de- 
velopments may be expected.

SILVER IN GEVKRGtA, 


Butler Herald: It seems to us that it 
requires an extra amount of cheek to be- 
lieve any of the predictions or promises 
of the golkdbugs. In 18% they declared 
that if congress would repeal the pur- 
chasing clause of the “Sherman silver 
law” the people would begin to feel the 
relief of such action in thirty days.

Georgia bonds are worth more in the mar- 
ket than are those of the United States 
government, 

That is the conclusion which will natural- 
ly be reached by a comparison of yester- 
day’s sale of state bonds with the recent 
sale which the president and secretary of 
the treasury made to a syndicate cf hank- 


ers, 

Bids for the special issue of state bonds, 
authorized by the last legislature, were 
opened by Governor Atkinson and State 
Treasurer Hardeman yesterday morning, 
and the state is to receive a small premium 
from the purchasers, 

The bonds are taken by the Columbus 
Savings bank, of which €aptain T. W. 
Murvhy is president, That bank’s bid is a 
premium of ll points, or eleven one-hun- 
dredths, 

These are twenty-year coin or currency 
bonds and bear interest at 3% per cent. 
The issue is $290,000, 

It an excellent transaction for the 
state, and shows how firm is Georgia's 
credit. Treasurer Hardeman pronounced it 
in his opinion the best sale Georgia ever 
made, In view of the low rate of interest 
and of the shert time the bonds have to 
run he was doubtful whether there would 
be any bids at all; the idea of their bring- 
ing a premium he had not entertained. It 
is. the first time in the history of the state 
that a 3% per cent bond has brought a pre- 
mium, 

The $62,400,000 of bonds sold by Mr, Cleve- 
land and Mr. Carlisle to the eastern bank- 
ers Were coin bonds, just like these Geor- 
rias, and had ten years longer—thirty in 
all—tg run. Those bonds were sold on a 
3%- basis, while these Georgia bonds have 
been sold on a 3% basis. 

Saves a Lot of Interest. 

The proceeds from the sale of these bonds 
will go to pay off the bonds of the North- 
eastern railroad, which bear the indorse- 
ment of the state, They cover the princi- 
pal, $260,000, and, the accrued interest, These 
bonds have been costing the state 7 per 
cent per annum, and by this sale the inter- 
est is cut in halves, 

The history of the default on these bonds 
by the Northeastern company is familiar 
to the people of Georgia. By it the state 
had to bid in the road, and this new issue 
of bonds, to take up the old ones, was pro- 
vided for by the last legislature, 

The road, since it has been operated by 
the state, has more than paid 31 per cent 
on the $290,000, and will, the governor claims, 
continue to do so, 

The legislature at its next session will 
consider what disposition shal] be made of 
the property.

When completed it will be consequently 
the only really classical siructure on the 
grounds. Many of the details of the de- 
sign are from personal studies and sketches 
made by Mr. Gilbert about a year ago in 
Italy. The building will have eight sides, 
all equally prominent. it will be forty fee. 
across the narrowest point. 

There are to be two main entrances, one 
facing to the east and the other to the 
west. These will be formed with an open 
loggia and heavy columns, with classical 
details, supporting the pediments above. 
These will contain, in bas-relief, appro- 
priately designed illustrations of the pro- 
gress of railroad construction. 

The two opposite sides, lookirg north and 
south, are inclosed as alcoves. The build- 
ing is raised considerably above the grade 
to allow the proper steps and buttresses. 
There ‘will be clearstory windows entirely 
around the building and the light will all 
come from ‘the top. From the center of 
the dome there will be suspended a magnifi- 
cent ‘chandelier of incandescent lighis to 
the number of 100 or more. The four 
shorter sides will have friezes, in which 
there will be panels 14x4 feet, in bas-relief, 
illustrating ancient and modern travel. 

The inside finish will be of hard plaster 
tinted in Pompeiian red. In the center of 
the building will be a platform which will 
be used as a bureau of information. At 
this bureau of information a visitor can 
learn anything about the Seuthern railway 
and can secure any schedule desired. 

There will be exhibits of an interesting 
nature in the building. Among them is 
one which won for Mr. Bradford Gilbert a 
first prize—handsome gold medal—at the 
world’s fair. This was for a series of draw- 
ings illustrating the progress in the build- 
ing of railroad stations in America. A sum 
of over $8,000 was required to secure this 
exhibit—to get it together. 

There will be such exhibits as will show 
the Southern railway to its best advantage, 
and there will be many things of a nature 
unique and interesting which the projec- 
tors are as yet not prepared to make pub- 
lic. 

Outside of the building will be a num, 
ber of flower beds, in which will be arrang- 
ed vari-colorec plants in the formation of 
the familiar S. R. and arrow.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

There was a heavy pressure of outside 
cotton today, p2rtly on stop orders and 
prices gave way rapidly. Liverpool and 
Manchester were depressed, and most of 
the crop news from the south was favor- 
able. Japan was reported to be preparing 
for war, presumably with Russia. Europe 
sold quite freely here, and local and south 
ern operators were also free sellers. Bears 
became more confident on this, and ham- 
mered the market. Bulls contend that to- 
day’s decline was merely a reaction, and 
predict higher prices before long.

The S. A M. Does Not Care for the 
Columbus Southern. 


SO SAYS THE BONDHOLDERS’ COMMITTEE 


A Letter Sent Out by Two Members of 
the Committee—Other News and 
Gossip of the Rail. 


A great ‘ileal of interest centers in the 
situation that confronts the bondholders’ 
committee of the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery railroad. 

It is claimed by many that if the Savan- 
nah and Western railroad is reorganized 
independentiy of the Geogia Central the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery will 
be indispensable to it and that the latter 
will surely be taken up by the Savannah 
and Western. 

However this may be, there is a great 
deal of agitation now prevalent among the 
holders in the east and F. S. Hambleton 
and R. B. Sperry, members of the bond- 
hoiders’ committee of the Savannah, Ameri- 
cus and Montgomery, have issued a circu- 
lar letter in which they show how the 
plan for reorganization involving the pur- 
chase of the Columbus Southern, coud 
never be practical. 

This letter is full of interest and tells 
of a spirit among the members of the 
bondholders’ committee that is particularly 
interesting down here in Georgia where 
the properties Le. 

Among other things the members of the 
bondholders’ committee have the following 
to say fn their letter: 

“We have made it a rule not to discuss 
Our committee business in public, but as it 
has been done by a member of the come- 
mittee in a circular just issued, we make 
the foilowing statement for your infor. 
mation: 

“For several months past persistent ef- 
, forts have been made to sell the Columbus 
Southern railroad to the Savannah, Ameri. 
cus and Montgomery committee. The ad- 
vocates of the scheme have gone so far as 
to attempt to increase the reorganization 
cOmmiitee, the real purpose of which was 
to secure a membership favorable to the 
purchase. 

“It was arguel that this purchase would 
insure the raising of necessary money by 
bringing to the support of the committee 
a@& prominent New York firm: also, that Mr. 
Gabbett, general manager, favored the 
Purchase and figures were presented as 
coming from him showing the great bene. 
fits and profit to accrue from the trans- 
action. 

“A member of? the committee went so far 
as tO make (without the authority of the 
committee) a contract of purchase sub 
ject to the ratification of his fellow mem- 
bers, and this contract was promptly re- 
Ppudiated when presented. 

“Matters were in this shape when, 
January last, the owners of a part of the 
bonds of the Columbus Southern railroad 
came here and hed a conference with ine 
dividual members of committee, at 
Which a price was agreed on to be sub. 
mitted to the full committee. 

“At this full meeting, at which the abovee 
referred-to OWners were present, it was 
distinctly stated on our part that.we had 
no authority to purchase this property, 
and that all we could do was to submit 
the question to our bondholders. On the 
part of owners it developed that they only 
represented part of the bonds, but would 
endeavor to secure the consent of the 
balance; that they did not own all of the 
Stock, but. thaught some eavitahle arrange- 
ment could be made to secure it, and on 
these lines a preliminary agreement was 
made, to which the condition was added 
that the bondholders of the Columbus 
Southern would take prompt steps to fore. 
close their road and relieve it from all 
entanglements in the way of floating debt 
Or stock ownership. 

“This is all there was in the ‘purchase’ 
Wwe hear so much about. 

“Now, shortly before the day get fo the 
Sale of Omr road in February, it transpired 
that not only was no financial aid forthe 
coming from the New York firm referred 
to, Dut not one dollar had been put at the 
disposal of the committee from any source, 
and that the owners of the 
Seuthern had not taken the first step 
Ward foreclosing their road, as agreed. 

“We had to postpone our sale ant the 
natural inference Was that the whole 
arrangement, indefinite as it was, was off. 

“It has recently transpired that Mr. Gab- 
beit’s indorsement of the proposed pur- 
chase Was obtained by a misunderstand- 
ing on his part of what it was to cost. 
He states now thathe understood the Sa- 
Vannah, Americus and Montgomery was 
to pay $30,000 per year, and not $71,000: that 
it is unfaif, 1d we cannot afford to tax 
Our main line to this latter extent for the 
Support of this property, which should not 
be put on a parity with the main line, and 
hat we will have quite enough to do to 
take care of our own interest charges. 
tie estimates that the gross business of 
the Columbus Southern will be about $99,- 
) per annum; that it can be operated for 
40 per cent, which would. leave its net 
earnings at about $27.00 per annum, and 
in order to get this much business ht es- 
timates that we should spend $29,855 on the 
property to bring it up to standard.” 

Bon'’t Want the Columbus Sold. 

Speaking of the Columbus Southern the 
letier continues and says: 

“Now this is the property for which we 
are asked to pay 360),#0 cash, rebond it 
for $1,320,000 and subject ourselves to an 
udditional fixed charge of $71,0%0 per year, 

“it is absurd to say, that because a por- 
tion of the bonds remains in the treasury, 
the fixed charge does not exist, The fact 
is, the bonds do not remain in the treas- 
ury, as it is proposed to use them as a 
Syndicate bonus and for raising money 
for the needs of the property. 

‘“‘Bear in mind, that, in order to raise 
this money, you must do it by placing that 
much more ahead of your bonds. 

“It should be remembered that this prop- 
erty has been fully tested as an earner. 
It has always had an outlet for its busi- 
ness via the Piant system, at Albany, 
Gae and yet its net earnings will not 
average $12,000 per annum, and its value 
as a feeder to the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery Company may be judged 
from the fact that the gross business we 
have received from it has not amounted to 
$20,000 per annum. 

“The Savannah, Americus and Montgom-

a3 so much additional connected mileage 
upon which to construct a fantastical plan 
of reorganization, which, if consummated, 
means disaster. 

“It does not require any argument to 
prove this. Mr. Gabbett distinctly states 
that his estimates above, which show a 
deficit if the proposed plan is carried out, 
are based on the assumption that he will 
control the entire local business between 
Montgomery and Savannah. 

*“‘Now, the same plan which contemplates 
the purchase of the Columbus Southern 
also contemplates the building of a line 
from Lyons to Savannah, Of course, if 
this is done, the Savannah and Western 
people will build from Lyons to Americus 
(nothing else is left for them to do), and, 
when done, the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery wiil have a competing line 
running within thirteen miles of its entire 
road, from Montgomery to Savannah. How 
are we to control the local business be- 
tween these two points with this condition 
Staring us in the face? Of course, it 
would be impossible. 

“On the other hand, an arrangement 
with the Savannah and Western road is 
possible, which will not only give us a 
Savannah entrance, but also insure us all 
the Columbus business the Columbus 
Southern could possibly give us, and, at 
the same time, save the expenditure of 
Some $800,000 to build our line to Savan- 
nah and $600,000 for the purchase of the 
Columbus Southern and the consequent 
Saving of $1,400,000 priority over our present 
bonds. 

“We have faith in the final outcome. of 
this Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
property if it is not loaded down with un- 
remunerative branches, but if this latter 
policy is pursued it means another fore- 
closure in a very short time, and in put- 
ting you on this notice we are simply 
performing our duty. 

“A large number of bondholders have 
already indorsed these views and com- 
mended our position.

BALTIMORE'S BIG TUNNEL 


and a Halt Miles Long,, 
Was Opened Yesterday. 

Baltimore, Md., May 1.—The Belt Line 
railroad tunnel, one of the most remarkable 
engineering feats of modern times, which 
has been built under this city from Cam- 
den Station to Bay View Junction, on the 
Philadelphia division of the Baltimore and 
Qhio railroad, a distance of seven and a 
half miles, was formally opened for  busi- 
ness this morning. The first train to make 
the trip under the new schedule was the 
Royal Blue express No. 65l4. Hereafter 
there will be no transferring of passenger 
trains across the Patapsico river. It was 
intended to have the electrical equipment 
of the tunnel completed in time for the 
inaugural train, but the three electric loco- 
motives have not yet arrived. Coke burn- 
ing locomotives will be used to propel trains 
for the present. By the use of electric 
locomotives, Which weigh ninety-five tons 
each, which will probably be in readiness 
by June Ist, the tunnel can be kept free 
from smoke and brilliantly Hghted. The 
conveyance of the current to the electric 
locomotives of such great power has never 
before been attempted or even approached 
and much interest, therefore, attaches to 
this part of the plant. In addition to 
doing away with inconvenience and conse- 
quent loss of time in making transfers by 
steamer at Canton the Belt line povides 
the Baltimore 
and Ohio company has greatly felt in need 
and will figure largely in reducing their 
annual expenses. There will also be great 
saving of time in passenger trains’ sché- 
dules between Washington,Philadelphia and 
New York. The Baltimore and Ohio sum. 
mer schedule, which will go into effect 
May 12th, will undertake to run Royal 
Blue trains between New York and Wash- 
ington in five and a half hours; between 
Philadelphia and Washington in two and 
a half hours. 

The tunnel ‘thas been in the course of 
construction nearly five years and cost 
$8,000, 000.

He Says It Is Out of the Power of Re- 
celvers of the Georgia Central 


TO AUTHORIZE ALABAMA STREET BRIDGE 


A Conference With the Co-Reocsiver of 
tbe Central Last Night—W hat 
He Had To Bay. 


There was a conference last night in the 
Offices of the Central railroad, under the 
Kimball house, between Mr. H. M. Comer, 
receiver for the Central, and a number of 
representative citizens of Atlanta and mem- 
bers of the city council with respect to the 
Alabama street bridge. 

The project to span Alabama street with 
a colossal and much-needed bridge has been 
talked about for many months. The under- 
taking has gained such shape as to have 
been approved by the city council, and ef- 
forts were then made to gain the consent 
of all the railroads the bridge would have 
to span for the work to begin. 

Many of the railroad men were seen and 
escorted to the grounds by the committee 
from the city council who have from time 
to time had the matter under advisement. 

Mr. Baldwin, third vice president of the 
Southern railroad, was taken to the place 
and showed what was intended to Be done 
and asked for the consent of the Southern 
railway to build the bridge over the tracks 
of the road. He readily granted permis- 
sion and so did the authorities of the At- 
lanta and West Point and the Western 
Railway of Alabama. 

The only railroad which had hesitated 
about giving consent for the bridge to be 
built was the Central of Georgia, of which 
Mr. Hayes and Mr. Comer are co-receivers., 

Yesterday Mr. Comer wired the mayor 
and several representative citizens that he 
would be in the city at night and would be 
glad to confer with them in his company’s 
office at the Kimball house at half-past 8 
o'clock. 

At the’*conference were Mayor Porter 
King, Mr. W. S. Belf and Colonel Albert 
Howell and several others of the general 
council and Captain E. P. Howell. 

The project to build the Alabama street 
bridge was discussed in all its bearings in 
so far the Central railroad would be 
concerned, and after hearing a full outlin- 
ing of the plans Mr. Comer stated that he 
had not the power to give consent to the 
spanning of the Central's tracks by the 
proposed bridge. He explained that it was 
not because he wasn’t in sympathy with 
the movement, and that it was not because 
he had any desire to do that which might 
in any way impede the progress of Atlanta. 

He stated that the peculiar relations 
which now bear Gown upon the Central rail- 
road were such as would cause the city of 
Atlanta to go to the courts and make pe- 
tition for the bridge to be built over the 
company’s tracks and that the order of 
consent would have to be first authorized 
by the courts. 

This, he explained, would take a good 
long time and would really delay the work 
longer than if the city council would wait 
for the reorganization of the Central, 
Which is now in course of materializing. 
As soon as the Central is reorganized Mr. 
Comer. said the city council could go direct- 
ly to the authorities of the road and make 
the request, 

He said that there has been much 
trouble over the property recently in the 
courts of the land that it would be a hard 
matter to get them to grant consent for 
the bridge to be built over the tracks. 

The plans for the reorganization of the 
Central, which have been hanging fire in 
the east so long, Mr. Comer explained, 
would soon materialize, and he said the 
hope was freely entertained that within 
the next sixty or ninety days the road 
would be taken out of the hands of the re- 
ceivers and allowed to stand on its own 
bottom awhile. 

The members of the city council and 
others thought the Statements of Mr. ('o- 
mer over and decided that it would be best 
for them to wait until the Central’s reor- 
ganization plans have gone through and 
the property is placed on a sound basis.

How History Does Get Twisted. 

Editor Constitution: In a recent 
issue of The Constitution there was 
a reproduction of a “New York 
Letter to The Philadelphia Press” relative 
fo the mysterious disappearance in New 
York city of Chancellor Lansing, which oc- 
Curred nearly seventy years ago. The 
writer says “one evening he took the 
Hudson river boat. * * * When the 
steamboat reached its pier he was not 
among the passengers who disembarket]. 
* * * It was one of the greatest mysteries 
of the time and one of the greatest of 
sensational disappearances.”’ 

The tradition I learned in my youth was 
that the chancellor left his hotel to take 
the Hudson river boat for home, but never 
reached the boat. This was on the 12th of 
December, 1829, and if he had lived until 
the next 30th of January he would have 
been seventy-six years olu. The writer 
States he succeeded Chancellor Kent. The 
fact he preceded Chancellor Kent and 
succeeded Chancellor Livingston. The 
fact also he never reached the boat. 
He never took passage on it, but some- 
where between his hotel and the boat his 
disappearance occurred. It is stated in 
Appleton’s Biographical Cyclopaedia that 
he went to the boat ‘“‘to post a letter on 
board the Albany boat at the foot of 
Courtland street. It was supposed he was 
either robbed and murdered or acci- 
dentally drowned.’’ So at this time there 
are three versions. One that he left the 
hotel to take the boat, another that he 
went to post a letter, and yet another that 
he did take the boat and was never seen to 
léave it. Whichever was the truth the 
fact Femains that a distinguished Neves 
Yorker seventy-six years of age banished 
from the face of the earth and tto this 
date it not Known what became of 
him. 

The tradition learned in my youth as to 
the cause’ of his disappearance was that 
on his way to the boat he was called 
into some store or other house on the 
way and there murdered, robbed and his 
remains concealed. This was the settled 
Supposition, because just before there were 
several such murders in London, under 
the leadership of a man named Burke, so 
that when such occurred it was called 
‘“‘burking a man.” A man of Chancellor 
Lansing’s age and standing could have 
had no motive for a voluntary disappear- 
ance, and if he did make such he could 
not have concealed himself, because he was 
s0 well and generally known. He was 
noted as the judge on the trial of Weeks 
for the murder of a woman about 1803, 
who was defended jointiy by Burr & 
Hamilton. They had both. been enemies 
for years, but had to speak on this oc- 
casion. Soon after (i804) the duel occurred, 
which resulted in the death of Hamilton. 

Since that time there have been several 
such mysterious murders in New York 
city and the murderers never known, until 
the old maxim, that “murder will out,”’ 
has ceased to be true. The next most 
mysterious happening, about twenty years 
later, was that of a young woman named 
Mary Rogers, who was called “the prefty 
cigar girl.” Some ingen:ous and enter- 
prising dealer in cigars and similar goods 
in New York city conceived the idea of 
drawing trade by having as a clerk a 
pretty young girl. It succeeded, so that 
his trade was immense, and with the 
‘“‘mashers’’ and the “Johnnies” she was 
“the toast’’ of the city. I think ehe was 
the’ first female clerk in a store, which 
since has become so common. One morn- 
ing Mary failed to ‘‘put in an appearance’’ 
and in a few days the mystery was solved 
by finding her dead body floating on the 
Hudson, which ;bore evidence that she

UP FOR A LIFE TIME. 


Henry Berry, Charged With Arson, Was 
Found Guilty. 


JUDGE BECK SPEAKS OF HISTORY 


The Trial of Adolphus Duncan Was Be- 
gun Yesterday—Only One Wit- 
ness Was Introduced. — 


— | 


Henry Berry, charged with arson, was 
convicted of that offense yesterday in the 
criminal court, and was sentenced by 
Judge Beck to a life term in the peni- 
tentiary. 

In sentencing Berry, Judge Beck made 
an interesting allusion to events of the 
past, and his remarks have caused no in- 
considerable amount of comment. 

Berry was charged with having burglar- 
ized the house of a Mr. Davis and after- 
wards setting the house on fire. According 
to the evidence, it appears that the wife 
of the owner of the house died, and Mr. 
Davis closed it up. He went away after 
his wife’s death, and it was fired by some 
one. 

When the fire department reached the 
house the fire had secured considerable 
headway, but they soon had it under con- 
trol. They noticed that there was con- 
siderable disorder about the furniture and 
the trunks, and upon investigation it Was 
very clear that some one had robbed the 
house and then fired it. 

Soon afterwards a portion of the goods 
from the home of Mr. Davis was discovered 
in the house occupied by Berry. He was 
arrested, but strenuously denied that he 
was guilty. The state had a very strong 
case, and a verdict of guilty was the re- 
sult. 

In sentencing him, among other things, 
Judge Beck said: 

“You have caused the telling of many 
lies, and, in burning the house, followed 
the example of your illustrious predecessor 
whose visit to this city is a matter of 
historical record. You get your just de- 
serts and he did not; that is the differ- 
ence.’ 

Judge Beck evidently referred to General 
Sherman, though the name of that illus- 
trious commander was not mentioned. The 
comparison was one that may be termed 
decidedly vigorous. 

The Trial of Adolphus Duncan. 

The Berry case of, that of 
Adolphus Duncan, with having 
criminally assaulted Sanner, was 
taken up. 

Solicitor Hill conducted the state’s side 
of the case and Colonel W. C. Glenn was 
leading counsei for the defense. Only one 
witness was tatroduced, the cross-examina- 
tion of whom led to the fining of both 
gzenilemen by Judge Beck. 

Duncan was tried before Judge Clark 
and found guilty of the crime docketed 
opposite his name. Judge Clark thereupon 
sentenced Dunein to he hung in February. 
The case was taken to the supreme court. 
The supreme court revérsed the decision 
of the lower court regarding the refusal to 
give the defendant a new trial, and thus 
the case was called again on yesterday in 
the superior court. 

Colonel Glenn ws not in the case on 
the first hearing, but is now leading coun- 
sel for the defense, and will conduct the 
cross-examination of all the witnesses of 
the state and the direct examination of 
those for the defendant. 

The case was taken up yesterday after- 
noon after that of Berry was disposed of, 
and in a very short while a jury had been 
impaneled and the trial of Duncan begun.

CLEARED THE CROWD | 


An Enraged Negro With an Ugly Knife 
Caused a Sensation. 


AN EXCITING CHASE IN THE GARSHED 


Captured by Hon. Charles I. Branan After 
a Long Run—The Race Was Wit- 
nessed by Hundreds. 


A large negro with an ugly looking Knife 
rushing at a furious gait threugh the car- 
shed with Hon. Charles Il. Branan, coat- 
less, excited and infuriatei sprinting close 
behind, tollowed by a large crowd of pa- 
trolmen and citizens, was the strange sight 
that caused a stampede among the throng 
of passengers yesterday just before noon. 

Swiftly Mr. Branan ran, bravely the 
tackled the enraged negro and brought 
him dewn still struggling to the pave- 
ment while the officers ran up. Then fol- 
lowed a furious fight and the negro, back- 
ing against a wall, held the ofticers off 
until a heavy tap with a club brought him 
down bleeding and cursing.

For seme time there has been ~petty 
pifering at the store of Branan Bros. on 
Alabama street and the eyes of the officers 
have been fixed for tne thief. This thief 
was discovered yesterday and it was 
thought that he had just made wav with 
a can of lard and cther articles. He was 
near the store of Mr. .Branan when he 
was noticed by Patsolman Eliott and at 
the same time Mr. Charles Branan, who 
was near by, cauzht sight of him. 

Mr. Braran was busy checking off a snip- 
ment of goods, but he jumped up witn 
the alacrity of a school boy as he saw the 
officer dart away after the fleeing negro. 
In a -secord he had decided to dart, too, 
and quick as thought he was off like the 
wird. He crossed Alabama street at a 
speed that was suggestive of Joyner'’s 
lightning speed when the fire bell taps. 
The officer and the object of his pursuit 
were still some distance ahead. Mr. Bran- 
an sprinted hard. 

The Mounted Officer Comes. 

At the corner of Pryor was Call Officer 
John Abbott riding leisurely along on an- 
other mission. Suddenly the man dashed 
around the corner and, seeing the patrol- 
man just behind, Abbott knew lnbat a 
chase was on. He pushed his spurs under 
his horse’s flanks ana the steed shot out 
towards the negro. But the thief had the 
Start He had a knife, too, which he had 
drawn and clutched it in his right hand 
and waved it aloft threateningly as ne saw 
that several citizens were preparing to 
head him off. They saw the blade and 
thought it prudent to keep at a safe dis- 
tance. 

The runner turned into the carshed. It 
was crowded at the time, for it was just at 
that hour when the noon trains were get- 
ting ready to pull out. The evident ob- 
ject of the negro was to lose himsecif im 
‘the jam of passengers, but there was a 
Keen eye and a swift foot behind him. 
Mr. Branan was not lost. He had spurted 
ahead and came through the crowd puthng 
with the vigor of the steam engines near 
by. : 

The mass of people gave way as they 
saw the mad negro waviig his Knife. A 
conductor valiantly waited for his ap- 
proach and thought io check his course, 
but the knife made him change his mince. 

Pinioned His Arms. 

There was a chorus of yells from the 
crowd as it watehed the chase. Some of 
the most eager joined in and followed the 
negro as he went through the main en- 
trunce and sought the direction of Deca- 
tur street. ‘There was a noticeable spurt in 
Mr. Branan’s speed jusi here, ‘and when 
the corner cf Lovd and Wall was reached, 
before the man with the knife could real- 
ize what was happening, both arms were 
caught in a powerful grasp and he was 
thrown violently to the pavement. 

Then the officers came up. Patrolmen 
Abbott, Harper, Wilson, Mitchell and El- 
liott were all there. The negro still showed 
fight and raised his knife to s'ice into the 
crowd, when he was felled by a neavy blow 
on the head. 

He was disarmed and carried to the po- 
lice station. Mr. HBranan ret::rned to the 
store whistling a gay air, seemingly indif- 
ferent to the congratulations upon his in- 
trepid act.

GALLERY OF CROOKS | 


Rach Bank To Have One of Its Own for 
Detective Parposes. 


RECEIVED THE BOOKS ON YESTERDAY 


A New Departure in the Work of the 
Banks-—The Bank Officials Will Be 
on the Lookout for Crooks. 


A gallery of crooks and forgers has been 
added to.the business outfit of every bank 
in the country belonging to the National 
Bankers’ Association. 

Yesterday handsomely bound copies of a 
very interesting volume, containing excel- 
lent likenesses of a great army of bank 
crooks, forgers and bank robbers, were re- 
ceived by a number of Atlanta banks, The 
volume is the first that has been issued 
in accordance with the movement decided 
upon at the Baltimore convention last 
May and is one of rare value, 

The Atlanta bankers have  (ffiled their 
copies away and the officials of each in- 
Stitution who have to come in personal 
contact with the patrons of the bank will 
familiarize themselves with the faces ot 
the rogues. In this way they 
hope to become familiar with the 
features of all the bank crooks and in 
case one of them should ever appear at 
the bank window they will be able to pro- 
tect the bank against him. 

For some time members of the National 
Bankers’ Association have favored this 
plan of protection for themselves against 
the sharpers who prey upon banking insti- 
tutions. It was their idea that this meth- 
od of protection would be more direct and 
more effective than that rendered by the 
police and detective departments, Through 
the working of this plan each baygk official 
would be a detective, ‘The opportunities of 
bank officials are much better in the mai- 
ter of detecting this class of criminals than 
are those of the detective bureaus. 

The matter received favorable action at 
the convention and the secretary, whose 
headquarters are in New York, was in- 
Structed to go ahead and prepare the pic- 
ture book, with descriptions and histories 
of all the bank crooks that could be ob- 
tained. Each bank lent valuable aid in 
the preparation of the work. The bankers 
in the several cities secured photograpns 
and descriptions of noted bank crooks from 
the detectives’ rogue galleries and from 
other sources and forwarded them to the 
secretary, With these and such pictures 
and descriptions as he secured from other 
sources, the secretary compiled the hand- 
some volume which was issued yesterday. 

The book received yesterday is but the 
beginning of this branch of work which the 
bankers have inaugurated. The banks will 
continue to furnish pictures and descrip- 
tions of crooks whenever such fall into 
their hands. It is the purpose of the aS,» 
sociation to accumulate a valuable and ex- 


tensive gallery with accompanying descrip-: 


tions of the crooks, 

The book received yesterday is an inter- 
esting vclume, It will be of great value 
to the banks and will doubtless aid them 
greatly in the apprehension of crooks. It 
will be a splendid auxiilary of the detective 
departments of the country, and it is the 
hope of the association to reach a high 
State of effici ie ney | in a few years.
